The problem tor the church was 
two fold Lor one thing, these bouts 
of ecstasy disrupted the worship ser 
vices. [wo peuple can pray in differ 
ent wavs in silence wuhout disturb- 
ing each other But let one bevome 
ecstatie and the other will have 
hard time wih bis or het own devo 
hon 

The second problem was the divi 
siveness that resulled Paul never 
quite uses the word “pride” in this 
Passage, but he at leastimplhies it Be 
hind bis words we can hear someone 
boast, “I'm more charimatic than 
you are!” Those who indulged in these 
ecstahic practices were obviously 
claiming them as signs of the Holy 
Spirit working in them Because 
these practices were rather spec- 
tacular, some people were looking to 
these gifted’ people for leadership, 

What Paul is concerned to do in 
this chapter is fiest to challenge this 
Premise that ecstatic Christians are 
more gifted and valuable than others 
Both Paul and his readers know what 
he is relerring to when he says ‘'no 
one speaking by the Spirit of God 
ever says ‘Jesus be cursed’ t'’, but we 
don’t know what this is about Bul 
Paul is reminding the Corinthians 
thal sheer ecstasy alone 1s not evi- 
dence of the Holy Spirit. Some of the 
Pagan neighbors were ecstatic— per- 
haps i was one of these who said 
Jesus be cursed’’—and they certain- 
ly didn’t have the Holy Spirit 
tHE COMMON GOOD 

There is nothing wrong with ec- 
stasy per se, bul ecstasy alone is not a 
spiritual gif from God What makes 
st charismatic. a true gift from God 
is if it contributes to “the common 
good” (12:7). That ws the acid lest 
for all of Gou’s spiritual gifts: Ecstasy 
or any other state that does not con- 
Inibute tothe common good ts not of 
the Holy Spirit. And obviously, ec- 
Static utlerances thal are harmful to 
the common good, that generate 
spiritual pride and are divisive to 
the church are not of the Holy Spirit 
either.

“Woods 1s one of those rare 
actors who will go where he 
finds the best material.” said 
Wilham Link, executive 
producer/writer of The 
Boys “You have to hand it 
to him.

The comptroller added 
that this procedure will also 
expedite the refunds for some 
families who have experi- 
enced financial hardship as 
a result of a family member 
serving in Operation Desert 
Storm. 

Goldstein reminded 
Maryland taxpayers involved 
in Operation Desert Storm 
that up to $15,000 in active 
duty overseas pay can be 
excluded from the tax on the 
1990 state return. ‘This 
benefit is fully explained in 
Instruction 13 of the Mary- 
land tax packet, which also 
includes a table to help you 
figure how much of a tax 
break you are eligible to 
receive,” he said. The active 


duty overseas pay exclusion 
is not available on federal 
returns. While taxpayers do 
not need to itemize deduc- 
tions to claim the benefit, 
they must file the Maryland 
long Form 502. 

“Military taxpayers face 
various filing situations dif- 
ferent than other taxpayers. 
If you have any questions or 
need help, please call or visit 
any Maryland income tax 
office and we'll be happy to 
help you,” Goldstein added. 

All Maryland income tax 
offices are open Monday 
through Friday, from 8:30 
a.m. until 5 p.m. 

State tax officials will 
complete Maryland income 
tax returns free of charge as 
long as taxpayers bring a 
completed copy of their fed- 
eral return and all W-2 state- 
ments.

New Norplant 
Contraceptive 
To Be Available 


The state’s plan to make 
the new contraceptive 
Norplant available to women 
interested in this birth con- 
trol option wasunveiled last 
week by officials of the 
Maryland Department of 
tlealth and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH). 

“The plan includes train- 
ing for health care providers 
and counseling for women 
considering Norplant,” said 
Russell Moy, M.D., M.P.H., 
director of the Office of 
Maternal Health and Fam- 
ily Planning (OMHFP). 

“Training sessions will 
begin shortly for DHMH 
physicians, nurseclinicians, 
and other health care pro- 
viders,”” he added. “Local 
health departments will have 
information about Norplant 
available for their clients in 
the near future,”’ said Dr. 
Moy. 

A toll free telephone 
number, 1-800-999-9625, is 
now in service to answer 
questions and offer guidance 
for women about Norplant. 

‘As with all other health 
department services, the 
charges for Norplant will be 
on a sliding fee scale,” said 
Nelson J. Sabatini, acting 
secretary for DHMH. “In the 
case of women who are in- 
sured by Medicaid, the cost 
will be reimbursed. Ninety 
percent of: Medicaid expen- 
ditures for family planning 
services are eligible for fed- 
eral Medicaid funds with the 
remaining 10 percent com- 
ing for the state,” Sabatini 
added 

Norplant is the first major 
new contraceptive since the 
pill was introduced in 1960; 
it is the most effective form 
of reversible contraception 
available today. It has been 
studied extensively and used 
safely by over half a million 
women in over 40 countries 
for the past 20 years.

Dear Governor Schaefer, 

Although drugs are not usually associated with small 
communities such as mine in Swanton, Maryland, the 
small amounts that we do have are more than enough for 
us to be concerned about. As an eighth grader at 
Bloomington Elementary/Middle School, | feel that the 
drug war must be fought by the people that are affected the 
most, teenagers. I believe that if the drug-free teenagers of 
our community work with the businesses, school systems, 
and so forth, the results will be positive. Here are the two 
main ways I feel we can accomplish our goals. 

One way, is by reaching drug addicted youth with 
people they can identify with, other youth. I feel that school 
systems should provide support groups for drug addicted 
students. These support groups should be run by former 
teenage addicts. If they cannot reach their peers, then who 
can? The fact is, teenagersare more willing to listen to and 
respect the point of view of people their own age, rather 
than adults which most youth find hard to relate to. 

The second way | feel appropriate to deal with the 
situation is by the community working together and mak- 
ing it clear that drug abuse is not socially acceptable. I feel 
that mandatory drug testing should be administered in 
middle and high schools. Along with punishments for 
those who are negative. Not only should being drug free be 
a requirement for rewards, but also for a social life. Stu- 
dents who tested drug-free should wear I.D. bracelets 
identifying them as ‘‘drug free.” Without these bracelets, 
you could not enter local “hangouts” such as football 
games, skating rinks, and any public teen attraction. The 

alternative offered to students who tested positive should 
be community service work. 
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I feel these are two of the best ways to lessen the 
percentage of drug abuse in my community, and other 
smaller ones much like it. As stated before, concerned 
teenagers working with each other and the school systems 


would result in a drug-free community. Sincerely,

Mavrich explained to the 
delegates how PMMB. a state 
appointed board. operates 
Turing the question and answer 
perod., he said that the current 
mandated Class I premium of 
$1.50 per cwt - Area 5-Western 
Pa.) will expire at the end of 
this coming June, leaving dairy 
farmers with just a 90.15 per 
cwt over-order premium.

that the June Class III price 
would be below the current sup- 
port price level of $9 90 
Today's dairy farmers are 
tremendously busy.’’ said 
Corner, and we know that the 
most common reason why a 
producer hasn't signed with the 
Agency is because he is un- 
informed or misinformed about 
the way the Agency operates. 
Once we can sit down and 
explain just how the Agency 1s 
run by its dairy farmer mem- 
bers, we're usualy successful in 
getting another signature.’ 

The delegates voted to amend 
the bylaws. First, they voted to 
change director representation 
to one director for every 250 
producers.

The objective of the Agency is 
to get agreements from dairy 
farmers to price their milk. So 
far, 3,100 farmers representing

lowerng over-order premiums. 
However, the vast majority of 
dairy farmers are needed in 
order to assure milk producers 
that their competitors are also 
paying the same over-order 
premiums.

Changes In Ag 
Benefit Society 


Just as education has 
expenenced sweeping changes 
in the past 50 years, so has 
agnculture, a Farm Bureau 
spokesman told a National 
Parent-Teacher Association 
(PTA) group in Washington 
recently. 

Farming, as every other 
profession, has become very 
complex. much more a business 
than a way of life, and very 
scientific,” according to Mark 
Maslyn, AFBF assistant di- 
rector of national affairs ~Un- 
less you're part of it and 
familar with it, one can quickly 
become out of touch, develop 


about the technology, practices 
and other changes.” 

Maslyn, speaking at the 
PTA’s national legislative con- 
ference, pointed out that crop 
protection chemicals are cur- 
rently an essential tool of agn- 
cultural production, and are the 

best available technology” to 
control weeds, insects and plant 
disease 

‘AS with any technology, 
there are risks, but there are 
also rewards.”’ he said. ‘‘The 
challenge is to maximize the 
benefit and minimize the nsk."’ 

He emphasized that ‘farmers 
want to do what is nght for the 
envirorunent. They live on the 
land they work. they consume 
the food that they and other 
farmers produce, they drink the 
water that falls on their land 
and filters into the underlying 
aquifers.” 

Farm Burcau supports alter- 
natives such as integrated pest 
management as a way to 
reduce overall pesticide use 
The organization also supports 
Increasing the standards for 
certification and training of 
pesticide users. With enactment 
of the 1990 farm bill, main- 
taining records on pesticide use 
is a requirement. 

Today farmers make up one 
percent of the population, feed 
more than 125 people per 
farmer and export 30 percent of 
what they produce. Society has 
benefited from farmers’ 
production capabilities and 
policies that allow the taking of 
marginal and calculated nsks, 
Maslyn said. Life expectancy is 
much longer and nutntional 
deficiencies have largely dis- 
appeared.

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Shiitake Mushrooms Increase 
Value Of Low-Grade Hardwood 


Fanuliar favorites in Japan 
and Korea, shiitake mushrooms 
are now being ‘‘discovered"’ by 
American consumers. Their 
robust flavor, distinctive con- 
sistency and two-week refriger- 
ated shelf life are making them 
Increasingly popular with both 
professional chefs and home 
cooks. 


The Cooperative Extension 
Service University of Maryland 
System is developing a pro- 
gram that will help Maryland 
farmers and woodlot owners 
meet the growing demand while 
adding to their income 

By growing shiitake mush- 
rooms, farmers and woodlot 
owners can make use of low- 
grade hardwood trees that 
would either be left behind after 
a timber harvest or just cut for 
firewood,’ says Bob Tjaden, 
and Extension regional natural 
resources specialist. 

‘They also can realize a nice 
profit. Acord of wood worth $75 
as firewood can generate $500 to 
$800 worth of mushrooms over 
five years.” 

All that's needed, according 
to Tjaden, are hardwood logs — 
preferably oak or hickory — 
about four feet long and four to 
six inches in diameter. ( Larger, 
heavier logs would be difficult 
to handle easily.) 

The logs are drilled and 
Inoculated with shiitake mush- 
room spawn, then stacked in a 
damp, shaded area of the 
woods. 

Generally, the inoculated logs 
begin producing mushrooms in 
a year, although the process 
can be reduced to seven months 
by soaking the logs in cold 
water for 24 hours six months 
after inoculation. 

The beauty of this enter- 
pnse,” says Tjaden, “1s that 
although it takes a long time for 
the mushrooms to grow, there's 
almost no overhead involved 
because they grow best in 
natural conditions.” 

To help promote shiitake 
mushrooms as an alternative 
source of income for Mary- 
landers. Tjaden has undertaken 
a demonstration project with 
Eastern Shore landowner Jeff 
Opal 

Some 250 logs on Opal's 
Centreville farm were dniled 
and inoculated with shiitake 
spawn in March. He expects to 
begin harvesting mature mush- 
rooms next spring. 

Tjaden also is planning a fall 
shiitake mushroom workshop 
with the assistance of Dr 
Jerome Motta, associate pro- 
fessor in the botany department 
at the University of Maryland 
at College Park. Motta and 
other experts will discuss how 
to grow, market and cock the 
mushrooms.

Over-Regulation Kills Competitiveness 
In America today, regulatory reins are holding back the 
doers, those who create the jobs and opportunities that make the 
economy grow. We are allowing ourselves to be saddled with 
restnctions, rules and regulations. This is at a time when people 
who have been controlled by regulatory regimes around the world 
are chomping at the bit to live under what they think of as a 
-apitalist system 
Farmers, as small business operators, have an intimate 
xnowledge of the layers of regulatory overkill we are facing 
Complying with unnecessary and burdensome rules is expensive 
and frustrating 
More and more frequently, we can't even understand the 
rules and regulations with which we must comply. For example. 
the 1990 farm law set a record as the biggest yet, taking up 1,237 
pages to tell us what programs are offered and how we must farm 
.f we want to participate in them. Did you know the 1949 farm law 
took all of 13 pages’ 
More Regulations Mean More Expense 

The 1949 law was not perfect. that's not the point. The 1991 
law is almost 100 times longer because more people are involved 
with crafting and implementing federal legislation. The number 
of elected people in Congress hasn't grown all that much. But the 
size of congressional staffs has ballanned And the number of 
bureaucrats who want to impose their personal agenda or justify 
their existence seemingly outnumbers the grains of sand on a 
beach, a big beach 

Obeying federal regulations is expensive, costing about $725 
per year per person — man, woman and child. How in the world 
do we expect to get out of this recession, let alone return to 
Prosperity and a robust economy, if we continue to tolerate 
oppressive taxation and regulatory costs? 

We don't seem to learn. Regulatory spending soared from 
1970 to 1980. It declined nicely from 1980 to 198 but roared back 
with a vengeance from 1986 to the present. President Bush is not 
working to lessen the regulatory constriction, despite his prior 
role as chairman of President Reagan's task force on regulatory 
relief. He, more than anyone, should have learned that over- 
regulation is economically self-defeating. It's especially 
inappropmate now when we're trying to pull ourselves out of 
recession 

No Area Of Our Business Is Safe 

You're familiar with some of the needless and senseless red 
tape Farm Bureau is trving to cut. Federal efforts to protect” 
and control wetlands is one area. Their grab of our land is more 
than a threat to our net income. It is a theft of our assets. An 
arbitrary wetlands’ designation greatly affects the value of our 
land.

Variety Holds 
Promise For Home Gardeners 


For those with aspirations of raising their own asparagus, 
this would be a good year to start a bed of this succulent, early- 
season perennial vegetable 

Jersey Giant, a new high-producing, disease-resistant hybrid 
male asparagus has been developed by the New Jersey 
Agncultural Experunent Station at Rutgers, and it is now 
available to home gardeners, pnmarily through mail-order 
nursery catalogs 

Crowns of this new asparagus cost about twice as much as 
those of conventional cultivars. But the extra expense 1s well 
justified, says Dr. Charles A. McClurg. vegetable specialist for 
the Cooperative Extension Service University of Maryland 
System 

“About 15 years of useful production can be expected from 
asparagus beds planted with conventional cultivars,” Dr. 
McClurg notes. ‘‘You can expect an additional five years from the 
Jersey Giant.”” 

The new Rutgers hybrid has more tolerance to fusarium wilt 
and other diseases than do old established asparagus cultivars, 
McClurg reports. It also has more vigor and better yield 
potential. Yield tnals indicate that Jersey Giant performs well 
throughout the Mid-Atlantic area. It is included with 16 other 
experimental vaneties planted last year at the Maryland 
Agncultural Experiment Station's Wye Research and Fxlucation 
Center on the Eastern Shore 

Since Jersey Giant is an all-male cultivar, it doesn't produce 
seed; so it must be grown from root crowns. 

Conventional asparagus cultivars produce approximately a 
50-50 mixture of male and female plants, McClurg explained. The 
female plants are less vigorous, and the seeds they produce often 
result in undesirable seedling competition. 

Asparagus should be planted in soil which has plenty of 
organic matter Manure or compost can be incorporated as the 
bed is prepared. Growers should take a soil test to check for pH 
level and nutrient requrements Asparagus does best in sandy 
loam soil with a fairly neutral pH range of 6.0 to 6.5. 

Because it is fairly tolerant to salt, asparagus can be grown 
near the ocean or alongside highways where salt is applied during 
winter months 

An asparagus bed should have good drainage and be located 
in full sun, well away from trees 

A starter fertilizer of 5-10-10 can be used if planting Jersey 
Giant asparagus. The application should be repeated every year 
in early spring. For conventional types of asparagus. 10-10-10 
fertilizer can be used 

When planting asparagus, an eight-inch trench should be 
made. The crowns should be planted with the bud side up and 
roots spread out, and covered with two inches of soil. The trench 
should be gradually filled as the plants grow. The crowns should 
be planted 12 inches apart in the row, withfive feet between rows 

Growers should not harvest asparagus spears dunng the first 
year after planting the bed. In their second year, asparagus 
spears can be harvested for about two weeks In the third year, 
four weeks. After that, asparagus beds can withstand six weeks of 
harvest each spnng. Old stalks should be removed in the fall after 
fern growth is killed by frost 

Dunng the summer months, growers should be on the watch for 
asparagus beetles, which reduce plant vigor by eating the foliage. 
When the beetles are present in large numbers, they should be 
sprayed with Sevin or malathion 

Asparagus is usually the first vegetable — or one of the first 
— to be harvested from the garden each spnng. Harvesting can 
start in early Apnl in Central Maryland or the Washington, D.C., 
area, anda little later in the cooler regions of Western Maryland 
When stored properly, home-grown asparagus is far supenor to 
that which can be bought at the supermarket 

Asparagus spears should be harvested when they are six to 
eight inches high and slightly thicker thana man’s thumb. Dunng 
hot weather, asparagus grows rapidly; so beds should be 
harvested every day, and the surplus asparagus stored in the 
refrigerator 

Harvested asparagus spears need to be kept cool and moist, 
otherwise they will continue to grow, reducing the flavor When 

cooked by boiling, asparagus is a good source of folic acid and 
vitamin A. It contains a fair amount of calcium and potassium, 
also

religious background. They 
grew up in an Assembly of 
God church and while their 
parents admit that their 
children haven't always fol- 
lowed the values they learned 
in home and church, they 
eventually step back into line. 

As Mrs. Moreland so 
poignantly explained, “What 
is instilled in a child’s mind 
and heart when they are 
small will always remain 
with them, no matter what 
path they take.

Ameri- 
cans need to be more thank- 
ful for what they have. We 
are still the best there is. 
Let's get back to basics --

is married to the Rev. Dale 
Hipp (who served a term in 
the U.S. Navy) and they are 
the parents of three children, 
Nicole, Nathan, and Trevor 

The entire Hipp family 
moved to Flaition February 
9 to serve as missionaries. 
Mr. Moreland says they are 
also serving in the military - 
- “God's army.” 

He explained, “They have 
given up a home and good 

job to obey a call of God 
This is difficult for some to 
understand, but to those 
serving the Lord, it’s quite 
simple. Their experiences are 
going to be greater than we 
can ever imagine. The chil- 
dren are already learning a 
second language. They are 
being blessed.” 

The Morelands say the 
USS Saratoga is “almost like 
a family ship,” since Keith 
Moreland and his sons, 
Gregory and Carter, all 
served on the ship at one 
time or another.

FIX 1T UP 
Home sweet home 
improvement tips

Your home is no longer “ckarm- 
ing.” It’s “lived-in” now. 

And that means tke bouse needa 
paiating. The roof is looking 
ragged. The faucet is leaking. The 
driveway is caked with road 
sludge. 

But where do you start? 

The book, “A Consumer’s Guide 
to Home Improvement, Renova- 
tioa and Repair” (John Wiley & 
Sons), provides some rules to re- 
member. 

Ruie No. 1 — Carefully assess 
your bouse and your needs. Weigb 
options and their costs. Wnite 
down clear plans. You can predict 
the cost of a remodeling project 
with 95 percent accuracy 

Rule No. 2 — If it isn’t broken, 

don't fix it Tearing out functional 
cabinets and fixtures, and moving 
walls around may be nice if you 
can afford it But strategic re 
placements are cheaper than 
trying to modernize everything at 
once. 
Rule No. 3 — Don't settle for 
vague estimates from contractors. 
Draw up your own list of the tasks 
you want done and the material 
you want used. Shop contractors 
as you would new car dealers. 
Check references as you would a 
surgeoa. 

Now for the basic tools you will 
need. Along with the standard 
equipment — hammers, pliers. 
screwdrivers, wrenches, fasteners 
and lubricants — also invest in a 
level, a heavy-duty staple gun, a 
crosscut saw, a stepladder and an 
electric drill (a %-inch reversible 
model with variable speeds works 
wonders). 

You can even make your own 
toolbox out of an old cabinet 
drawer, a plastic bucket or four 
coffee cans tied together, says Aj 
Carrell in the book “Best Home 
Hints from the Super Handyman” 
(Taylor Publishing) 


Home repair and maintenance 
is a year-round activity, says New 
York home improvement special- 
ist John Warde. Scheduling activi- 
ties, therefore, may give you 
peace of mind from the “What-do- 
l-tackle-first™” blues. 

Jafuary is a good month to fiz 
squeaky floors and stairs and trim 
wooden doors that rub against 
their frames. Also to wash walls 
and woodwork, shampoo carpets 
and rugs, and to scrub laundry and 
kitchen appliances 

February, a short month, should 
be filled with small tasks patcb- 
ing cracked plaster and dented 
wailboards, lubricating hinges, 
door locks and appliance parts. 
Also good for straightening out 
closets and spiffing up the work- 
shop 

March is the month to fiz leaky 
sinks and bathrnom fizturea, and 
to tackle electric repairs. It’s alao 
good to renew deteriorated caulk 
around the bathtub and clean 
debris from faucet aerators. 

April is the month to head out- 
doors, unleaa you live 1a Florida or 


the house from chimney top to 
foundation. Make necessary re- 
pairs to roofs and siding. Empty 
gutters. Also. air out mattresses 
and wash windows and blinds. 

May begins the official outdoor 
maintenance season. Fix porches, 
steps and railings. Fill driveway 
potholea. Ready and install air 
conditioners, fans and awnings. 
Meanwhile, swab the decks, so to 
speak, and treat them with sealer 
or preservative, if necessary. 

June will keep you busy because 
the days are longest. Work on 
roofs and stone retaining walls. 
Initiate major waterproof repairs 
(a basement leak, for example) 

In July you can construct patios 
and walkways. Fix windows and 
exterior doors. Inspect or upgrade 
outdoor lighting Mend fences, 
gates, posts. Also a good month to 
bose down vinyl and aluminum 
siding, and clear out the garage or 
other outdoor storage space. 

“August is vacation time,” says 
Warde. Be his guest 

Back to work in September. 
Cold is approaching. Add extra in- 
sulation, weather stripping and 
caulking. And waah and repair 
storm windows. 

October is a good month to 
apply rustproofing paint to metal 
items that stay outdoors. Also lu- 
bricate and adjust the garage 
door Wash window screens and 
outdoor furniture and store sum- 
mer items. Inspect your fireplace 
and chimney or wood stove stove- 
pipe for debris before lighting 
first fire, too. 

In November, Old Man Winter 
is near. Shut off valves supplying 
outdoor water pipes, but leave 
faucets open to prevent pipes 
from bursting. Alao clear gutters 
and prune tree limbs that might 
cause damage during storms. 

And December. ‘Tis the season 
to be jolly. So take it easy on home 
repairs. Touch up paint smudges 
on walls, scratches on counters 
afd so forth. Also wax floors, 
clean chandeliers or light fixtures 
and ceiling fans 

Now for some repair tips. Keep 
these in mind when: 

« Power washiag yoer home To 
blast away dirt, you will need to 
tent or buy a high-pressure power 
washer. Rental fees run about §13 
per hour or $75 per day. 

Select a washer with inter- 
changeable spray nozzles. Alao 
grab a garden hose, bucket, long- 
handled, stiff bristle brush, plastic 
sheeting, duct tape, safety goggles 
and rain gear 

Use a biodegradable detergent 
that’s non-toxic to planta. Alao 
cover nearby planta, venta, light 
fixtures, electrical outleta and 

leaky doors with plastic sheeting 
before cleaning and sprayihg. 

Wash from the bottom ap in- 
Stead of from the top down. Other- 
wise, dirt runs over the dirty sac- 
tion below, leaving ridges and 
tough-to-remove stains.

The following day, sweep up the 
cat litter and spray the spot with a 
degreaser cleaner.

¢ Painting interiors: Use an ex- 
tension pole for your paint rollers 
whenever possible. When painting 
windows and trim, it's helpful to 
keep a rag handy to wipe up drips 
or misdirected paint And always 
allow plenty of time for prepara- 
tion. It takes about as much time 
to prepare a room for paint — the 
dull part — as it does the actual 
painting, the fun part. 

¢ Repairing shingle roofs: Re- 
pair shingles on a warm, sunny 
day, so they will be pliable. If the 
shingle is partly sealed down, loos- 
en it with a putty knife, lift it and 
sweep away any dirt with a whisk 
broom. 
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when you raise your foot, weight it ; 
with a heavy object like a brick | 
for several hours. 


Once cemented on, press the 
shingle flat by standing on it for a 
few iunoments.

PATIOS 

Whether it's a spot for dinung 
and dancing or a place to read and 
reclipa, a patio can greatly in- 
crease a yard's entertainment

Great patios begin with great 
Matarials — anything from tile, 
brick, sandstone and slate to 
rounded river rocks, fieldstones, 
cobblestones and flagstones. What 
you choose depends largely on the 
ambiance you want to create and 
whether you want the patio to re- 
peat the trims and treatments of 
your home. 

Ponrad concrete is another op- 
tion; its plain-Jane appearance 
can easily be gussied up with con- 
crete stain in hues such as brown, 
Green, biaa, red and gray 

Bat what will ultimately deter- 
mine a patio’s fate are the furnish- 
ings that define its reason for 
being 

When walled off with lattice- 
work screens or a pergola draped 
with wisteria and roses and 
equipped with a fountain or re- 
flecting pool, for inatance, the 
patio becomes a secluded spot for 
sunning and relaxing. The addition 
of blooming and evergreen plants 
furthers the feeling of sweet soli- 
tude 

Patios, meanwhile, that are lo- 
cated directly off living areas. 
such as a bedroom or dining room. 
and coanected by sliding glass or 
French doors actually can in- 
crease a bome’'s entertainment 
and aesthetic value by sharing 
furnishings and color schemes 
with the adjacent indoor areas.

and wicker that can be moved in 
or out as the homeowner dictatea 

So out goes the dining table and 
chairs if there’s to be supper

The flow from indoors to out- 
doors is as natural as Mother Na- 
ture berself. 


DECKS 

Whether they’re made of cedar, 
redwood or pressure-treated 
wood, decks offer an immediate 
return in increased home living 
space and enjoyment. They're out- 
door rooms for relaxation and en- 
tertainment — places to get away 
from it all without going too far. 

A deck addition also is a good 
investment. A 1989 coat vs. value 
survey by Qualified Remodeler 
magazine estimated an average 
recovery in U.S. home resale of 40 
percent to 50 percent of the cost of 
a deck addition. The figures were 
even higher for warm-weather 
areas. 

Many homeowners have discov- 
ered they can save money and 
gain skills by designing and build- 
ing their own decks. If you decide 
to do it yourself, there are a varie- 
ty of how-to and idea-inspiring 
books, brochures and videos avail- 
able to belp you. 

Contractors, however, might be 
the beet to tackle the job when the 
deck is more than just a square or 
rectangle constructed on flat 
ground. The trend toward multi- 
tiered deck “systems,” for in- 
stance, with stairs leading from 
one area to the next, or those con- 
structed on hillsides can be true 
architectura) challenges 

When planning your deck, pro- 
fessionals say you should survey 
your site and decide what prob- 
lems your deck should solve. 
Decks can be built over steeply 
sloping graand, around existing 
trees, along a side yard or even in 
froot of a house as an entry. 

Aa for purpose, decide if you 
need aa outdoor dining arua, a 
home for your coptainer plaats, a 
play area for the children or a 
place to sink the hot tub — then 
furnish accordingly. 































Built-in or freestanding 
benches, fireplaces, planters, fur- 
niture or even a bubbling spa can 
turn a deck into a custom-de- 
signed living space. If you're as 
aspiring chef, you might consider 
creating an outdoor kitchen com- 
plete with generous working sur- 
faces, storage space and barbecue. 

Atmoaphere comes through out- 
door lighting and soft music piped 
in vts weather-resistant outdoor 
speakers. For extra privacy, you 
might want to add a screen or 
overbead shade trellis. 

A deck that truly suita its site 
should complement the building's 
style. Traditional) or contempo- 
rary elemenla can be incorporated 
into deck railings, stair details and 
trim to echo a home's design. 

A deck on an ornamented tradi- 
tional bouse, for instance, might 
include a lacy redwood gazebo or 
shade structure, latticework 
screens or ornate railing supports. 

Weather, as well as wind direc- 
tion, amount of shade desired, the 
availability of water and electri- 
cal outlets, the location of under- 
Ground utility lines and other 
fized conditions also should be 
considered. 

Generally, the southwest and 








southeaat corners of a house offer 
the best combination of sun and 
shade. Be sure to find out what the 
building permit guidelines and re- 
strictions are in your area. 


POOLS, SPAS 
AND HOT TUBS 

Soaking up to your neck in 100- 
degree water in a spa or hot tub 
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can do good things for your phys) 
cal and mental well-being. So can 
splashing in the icy waters of a 
crystal-clear pool after a sticky 
day 1p the sun. 

Such are the reasons that thou 
sands of homeowners are incorpo- 
rating ope or more of these little 
bodies of water into their outdoor

¢ A work area with a work- 
bench. 

¢ A spatula or wide metal putty 
knife to break free finish on level 
surfaces. 

e Sandpaper, sandpaper block, 
soft cotton cloth, a bristle brush, 
steel wool for other finishing 
work. 

¢ A lightweight i3-ounce claw 
hammer, and assortment of 
screwdrivers, slotted and Phillips 
cross-tips, a sharp knife and a re- 
tractable utility knife for woad- 
working. 

¢ A four-in-hand wood file, wood 
chisels of various sizes and a saw 
for woodworking.

living spaces. After all, who can 
think of a happier marriage thao 
ooe between a deck and bot tub, or 
a pool and patio? 

Spas — especially portable spas 
— are bubbling over with popular- 
ity mght now. Portable spas are 
easy to love not only because 
they're easy to move, but because 
their freestanding nature can be 
camouflaged with decking, 
landscaping, screening or even a 
gazebo. 

Spas and bot tubs are best locat- 
ed near the bouse, say experts. 
You will have oo trouble trotting a 
few feet from the bouse to the spa 
iu January, but getting out of the 
tub and into the bouse can be a 
problem, particularly if it’s 50 or 
more feet away from the back 
door 

Surround such small pools and 
tubs with either a deck sunken or 
raised according to the location of 
the tub, or a patio creatively con- 
structed around or beside the spa. 
Both will allow you to add or sub- 
tract benches, tables and other ac- 
cessories according to your taste 
and depths of your pockets. 

A pool, meanwhile, can become 
living space in its own right, 
whether it’s a big pool, little pool, 
in-gronad, above-the-ground, lap 
pool or wading pool 

The best spot for a pool is a 
sunny spot, say experts, since 
you'll probably be able to use it 
longer into the year. You'll also 
want to avoid leafy and evergreen

Consider covering a strictly 
utilitarian lap pool with a low roof 
that will protect it from the 
weather and falling leaves. 

To keep a pool as safe as it is 
beautiful, many homeowners 
fence their entire back yard, just 
the pool area itself or the pool and 
surrounding deck or patio area 
The fence should be at least 5 feet 
high with bars or pickets narrow 
enough so children can’t squeeze 
through. 

Tbe fence gate should be self- 
closing and self-latching, with 
locks 5 feet high or child-proof 
latches. Reinforce the safety fac- 
tor further with a strong, child- 
proof pool cover and pool alarm.

A room's walls form a backdrop 
for furmshings and a setting for 
the owners’ lifestyle. 

Because of their square footage. 
walls are a can’t-be-ignored ele- 
ment in interior design. Paint and 
hardware stores, wallpaper sup- 
pliers, department stores and inte- 
rior designers offer a multitude of 
ways to cover walls beautifully, 
and with style. 

Paint comes in hundreds of 
hues, from pastels to primaries, 
high-gloss to matte. Wallpaper not 
only beasts thousands of patterns 
— from dainty prints and stripes 
to bold geometrics and florals — 
it can lend texture and create unu- 
sual optical effects. Wood panel- 
ing, mirrors and ceramic tile also 
are options. 


PAINT 

A fresh coat of paint is perhaps 
the easiest, most inexpensive — 
and effective — way to freshen a 
bome’s interior. 

Because it's simple to apply and 
easy to change, you can experi- 
ment with paint more readily than 
any other design element. If you 
find a color is too bold — or too 
drab — simply paint (or paper) 
over It. 

Use paint to accent handsome 
maidings, mantels and other ar- 
chitectural features or to disguise 
awkward room elements, such as 
radiators and doors (paint (hem 


the same color as surrounding 
walls). 

Pamt a high ceiling a darker 
tone than walls to create a cozy 
ambience, open up a small room 
by painting the ceiling lighter than 
the walls. 

A quick way to lend character 
to a small room is with painted 
stenciling. Create a border along 
the ceiling, and repeat the pattern 
on the wood floor, in door panels, 
or with matching drapes, table 
coverings and upholstery. 

Roller-printing uses paint 
rollers with relief patterns, sort of 
like rubber stamps on a roll; the 
technique is quicker than paper- 
ing, yet the results are similar to 
stenciling or wallpapering. 

Faux finishes can transform a 
room from simple to sophisticat- 
ed. Why not experiment with tech- 
niques like sponging, combing or 
rag rolling? Also try crumpled 
newspaper, cheesecloth and 
cruncbed-up plastic wrap. The un- 
usual textures you create are an 
easy way to disguise wall imper- 
fections, and if you don't like the 
results you can always paint over 
them. 


WALL COVERINGS 

The good news is the same as 
the bad news: There is a seeming- 
ly unlimited variety of wall cover- 
ings. These include vinyl, paper, 
woven fibers and paper-backed 
fabrics, patterns range from | 8th 
century reproductions to jazzy 
modern abstracts to cheery 
chintzes. You can have just about

gether, including window treat- 
ments, floor coverings and furn- 
ishings. 

You might want to take a class 
in interior design, and read books 
that explain what works and why 
(for ezample, why it’s a good idea 
to combine stripes and florals, and 
how to do it). 

Right now overall patterns are 
the most popular, particularly flo- 
rals and stripes. They're used in 
combination with each other and 
with fabrics that mix and match. 

Instead of painting a faux finish, 
you can paste one up, wall cover- 
ings now are available that 
resemble marble, granite, and 
other hard surfaces — even water- 
marked plaster. 

Some of the most intriguing 
wallpaper patterns are trompe. 
l'oeil (fool the eye). Similar to mu- 
rals, these create the illusion that 
something exists that isn't really 
there — often a three-dimensional 
image, such as ivy-covered col- 
umns, a sylvan view or shelves of 
books. 

Borders are easy to apply and 
lend a quick, effective accent to 
any room. Place them at the top 
of walls near the ceiling, or 
around wuidows, stack them for 
added effect. 

New for children's rooms are 
wall coverings that feature dino-

Let there be light! 

Oddly enough, a lot of folks 
don’t think about the importance 
of good lighting in the home — 
lighting that brings a room alive 
with mood and ambience, light 
and shadow. 

Lighting is too often an after- 
thought, say interior designers. 
Also, many of us live in bomes 
with just enough light to allow us 
to read and move around without 
bumping into things. 

To get the light you want.” say 
Dean Johnson and JoAnn Liebeler, 
co-hoats of the PBS “Hometown” 
television series, “you might have 
to upgrade your existing lighting 
system with a combinatioa of per- 
manent and supplemental lighting 
fixtures.” 

A common pitfall is a general 
lack of variety in lighting. A single 
light soarce in the middle of the 
roorn, track lighting and installing 
lights in “four corners” are lhe 
tract-home (limiting) norms. 

With track lights, for example, 
people expect too much from too 
little, says California lighting de- 
signer Patricia Barnes McCrae. 

“Frequently, it's installed in the 
middie of the ceiling and is ex- 
pected to light a wall and its art 10 
feet away. A good rule is to install 
ceiling tracks 2 to 3 feet from the 
wall,” she says. 

McCrae also frowns on lighting 
four corners of a room or install- 
ing a single overhead light source. 
She recommends creating focal 
points to create light and shadow. 

“Bathing a coffee tsble or piano 
in pools of light draws people 
around those areas,” she says. 

Here's a room-by-foom up- 
grade. 


LIVING ROOMS 
Generally, public rooms depend 
on portsbie floor and table lamps 
for their light. Each lamp should 
provide a pool of light that covers 
40 to 50 square feet of space. 
Downlights direct cone-shaped 
beams of light down the wall and 
wall washers produce a broad 
beam that floods the wali. They 
can be used to remove coatrasts

between light and dark. 

“Downlights are placed 18 to 30 
inches from the wall and the same 
distance apart around the room. 
Wali washers should be as far 
apart as they are from the wall,” 
say Johnson and Liebeler. 

There are alternatives to ceiling 
lights, too. Portable cans or 
upligbts and portable wall 
washers can be used to light up a 
wall. Be forewarned, though: 
They're dangerous to small chil- 
dren. 


To brighten up and highlight a 
formal! dining room, say Johnson 
and Liebeler, place low-voltsge 
downlights on either side of the 
chandelier to highlight the table. 

But don't position lights directly 
over a seating area because peo- 
ple find it uncomfortsble to sit in 
a spotlight.

For small murrors, install two 
wall tights or banging lights about 
30 inches apart on each side ceo- 
tered 60 inches above the floor 
Larger murrors require lighting 
along the top of the murror fitted 
with three or four 60-watt bulbs.

A low-voltage lighting system

New finishes make hardwood 
floors easy to clean and maintain 
Baked-in penetrating stains im- 
part a soft, natural sheen to the 
wood, urethane resins cured under 
ultraviolet light create no-wax 
finishes.

Saving the planet 
starts at home

Environmeatal consciousness 
has hit home. Caught up in 
“green” fever, home owners are 
discovering a plethora of new 
products and services designed to 
make conservatioo a housebold 
routine. 


RECYCLING WORKS 

The government has jumped 
into the action in many areas, in- 
stigating efforts such as the curb- 
side pick-up program now in place 
in communities across the coun- 
try. Residents sort recyclables 
from refuse and place them in 
designated bins for weekly muni- 
cipal collection. 

Partcipation ranges from 380 
percent to 85 percent. And the re- 
sulla? In one city aione 30,000 tons 
of aluminum, newspaper and glass 
are recycled every year, extend- 
uig the life of local landfills 

Even large bomebuilding firms 
are jumpuig on tke bandwagon. In 
Califorma Diego, Davidson Com- 
munities is organizing curbside re- 
cycling for new residential proj- 
ects in San Diego where the city’s 
service is unavailable. 

If your community doesn't offer 
curbside recycling, it’s easy to 
start your own recycling program. 
Purchase large bins to make sort- 
ing recyclables easier. To start, 
use a bin for newspapers, another 


for aluminum cans, glass and plas- 
tics. 


AT THE STORE 

“Do you want paper or plastic?” 
is a common question asked at the 
checkout counter in supermarkets 
today. But what's the correct an- 
swer? 

Here are some shopping tips to 
follow. 

¢ Buy in bulk whenever poasible 
— usually you'll save money, get 
more product and less package. 

¢ Try to avoid products that use 
excess packaging such as \unch 
packages that are double- and 
tmple-wrapped. If you have a 
choice, choose producla packaged 
in recyclable material such as 
g'2@= and/or aluminum. 

¢ Look for “green” products 
made with recycled paper and 
without barmful chemicals and 
dyes. 

¢ And to avoid the classic “paper 
or plastic” dilemma? Bring your 
own sturdy canvas shopping bag 
to carry groceries. 


CUT DOWN 
CHEMICALS 

Look for pbosphate-free laundry 
detergents — phosphates are re- 
sponsible for algae blooms that 
fonl water and kill fish and sbell- 
fish. (Liquid detergents are gener- 
ally phosphate fres.) 

Safely and easily substitute 
toxic household cleaning products 
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such as window cleaner, furniture 
pollsh and kitchen and bath disip- 
fectanis with combinations of six 
simple yet effective ingredients: 
vinegar, soap, baking soda, wasb- 
ing soda, borax and ammonia. 

Avoid using chemical pest con- 
trols in your bome in the same 
manner. Boric acid powder sprin- 
kled around the refrigerator, stove 
and doors will cling to insects, poi- 
soning them and others in their 
nest. 

Instead of poison, use live traps 
for mice and rats. Instead of 
mothbballs, which are toxic, stores 
items in a cedar chest or use 
cedar blocks or chips in your clos- 
ets. 

Feed pets brewer's yeast rather 
than using flea collars, sprays or 
powders. The vitamin B it con- 
tains keeps them flea free and it’s 
safer for your pets and those who 
handle them. 


WATER WAYS 
Home water use is an area 
where small changes can make a

big impact. Faucet aerators can 
reduce the amount of water used 
by up to SO percent, but because 
aerators mix air with water, con- 
sumers won't notice a significant 
change in water pressure. These 
easy-to-install devices sell for 
about $3 at most hardware stores. 

If a family of four installed 
aerators on bathroom and kitchen 
sinks, it could save up to 280 gal- 
ions of water per montb. Low-flow 
shower beads will achieve similar 
results. 
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Letting the water run while 
brushing teeth, shaving or doing 
dishes is another major water 
waster. Consider a faucet aerator 
equipped witb an on/off lever that 
slows the flow while maintaining 
the same water pressure and tem- 
perature. Flip the lever and the 
original force returns.

¢ Mini blinds provide soft indi- 
rect lighting or complete shading 
to protect carpets and furnishings 

e Pleated shades are made of 
fabric permanently pressed into 
borizontal pleats, they fill a room 
with soft, filtered light. 

e Wood blinds give a warin, nat- 
ural feeling similar to sbutters 
and allow easy control over light- 
ing yet provide an unobstructed 
view. 

e Vertical blinds are energy-effi- 
cient, and offer light control as 
well as flexibility. 

People tend to think of 
“shutters” as narrow-slattad and 
cheaply made. That may have 
been trne during the 1970s, bet 
shutters have come a long way 
since. Today's wide-loavered 
“ptantatioo shutters” have an ar- 
chitectural quality that enbances 
an entire room, they can be used 
to cover part or all of a glass area, 
and are more durable and effi- 
cient (also more expensive) than 
moat window coverings. 

Custom shutters are an elegant 
option for covering windows that 
are unusual shapes, such as arched 
Pailadians, muni blinds can be 
made to fit oddball sizes, too. An- 
other solutioo is to cover the win- 
dow with pleated Duette shades 
(by Hunter-Douglas) or with 
stretched sheer fabric. 

You mught consider making a 
viewless window more private by 
having the glass etched (sand- 
biasted) with an attractive design, 
or having it covered with a cel- 
ored overlay pattern that resem- 
bies stained glass.

quences. According to the World 
Resources Institute, lighting is re- 
sponsible for approximately 20 
percent of the electricity used in 
the United States and 10 percent 
of carbon dioxide emissions — cue 
main “greenhouse gas.” Open win- 
dow coverings during the day and 
turn off lights when not in use to 
avoid this type of waste. 

The development of the fluore- 
scent compact has provided an en- 
ergy-efficaent alternative for 
home lighting. These light bulbs 
screw into standard fixtures, 
come on instantly and give off a 
warm light similar to incande- 
scent bulbs. 

At $18 each, they are more ex- 
pensive, but they can last up to 
nine times longer and use less en- 
ergy. Even more important, the 
fluorescent bulbs can reduce car- 
bon dioxide emissions by 65 per- 
cent to 70 percent. 


SMALL APPLIANCES 

More than half the homes in the 
United States enjoy the time-sav- 
ing convenience of a microwave 
oven. But did you know that it also 
is a great energy-saving appli- 
ance? 

Microwaves typically save 
about 50 percent more than con-

saurs, cartoon characters ("Loo- 
oey Tunes”) and Disney babies. A 
clever idea from tbe Colorforins 
company are movable stick-ca 
vinyl figures, Decorate-It is a sim- 
ilar, self-adhesive wall decorating 
system that allows kids to create 
fantasy scenes populated with 
banjo-playing bears, floating bun- 
nies, flying cats and more. 

For young girls, there are floral 
and heart wallpaper patterns with 
coordinating borders, for young 
boys, plaids and stripes with bor- 
ders of trains, sailboats or trucks. 

Teens often prefer highly styl- 
ized wall coverings, and anything 
that depicts the California life- 
style is hot. New patterns and bor- 
ders feature designs of soccer, 
skateboarding, tennis. windsurfing 
and aerobics. 

Two additional, intriguing op- 
tions are “Rustiver,” a deeply tes-

Rutland, Vt, the mistakes made 
by beginners fall mostly in the 
areas of rollage estimatmg, wall 
preparation and choice of 
adhesive. 

“Never underestimate how 
Many rolls of wall covering to 
purchase," warns Warshaw 
When in doubt, buy the extra roll 
You can usually return unused 
rolls.” 

He adds that subtle color vana- 
tions almost always exist among 
batches of wall coverings, espe- 
cially the more expensive hand- 
screened ones. 

“Also, measure everything — 
the windows, doors, and the 
length, width and height of the 
walls. And don’t neglect to mea- 
sure the wall coverings. Rolls 
come in varying widths, some 
even come in metric widths. So 
don't assume you'll get the stand- 
ard width — there really is no 
standard.” 

He adds that the ideal wall has 
a smooth, sanded surface, 1s free 
of nicks, gouges and all previous 
wall coverings, and 1s sealed with 
a flat oil-based primer sealer or 
bigh quality oil-based flat pamt. 
Water-baaed acrylic primers and 
stmippable primers can be used uf 
recommended by the manufactur- 
er 

As for adhesive, check to see 
what the manufacturer recom- 
mends — and make sure it is mil- 
dew- and insect-resistant.

During warm-weather months, 
improve an air conditioner’s effi- 
ciency by cleaning filters once a 
month. Also consider mstalling a 
ceiling {an to improve air circula- 
uon.

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Congress Reps 
Push For Local 
Airport Funding 


Senators Paul Sarbanes 
and Barbara Mikulski and 
Representative Beverly 
Byron have urged the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administra- 
tion to move quickly to ap- 
prove funds for upgrading 
the Garrett County Airport. 

“Garrett County 
Airport's facilities are inad- 
equate to handle the antici- 
pated increased tourist and 
business traffic,” Senators 
Sarbanes and Mikulski and 
Representative Byron 
pointed out to the FAA ad- 
ministrator. “A planning 
study completed in late 1988 
projected that annual opera- 
tions at the McHenry area 
facility will increase from a 
current level of 13,000 to 
approximately 20,500 by 
1998 and that the number of 
aircraft based at the facility 
would increase from 20to35 
over this same period.” 

In urging approval of $1 
million in federal funding, 
Senators Sarbanes and 
Mikulskiand Representative 
Byron noted that the county 
had developed a $4 million 
expansion plan which calls 
for a 500-fout extension of 
the runway from its present 
2500 feet, as well asimprove- 
ments to the texiways and 
aprons. The county has re- 
ceived FAA approval of the 
layout plan for the expan- 
sion project and has com- 
pleted an environmental as- 
sessment report.

carvers, is featured in Com- 
petition Magazine. 

Carvers like Yoder cre- 
ate their art from blocks of 
wood by using handor power 
tools to shape the birds. De- 
tails are added through me- 
ticulous wood burning and 
texturing techniques. Pieces 
are then painted or stained 
in either a realistic or inter- 
pretive fashion. For minia- 
ture sculptures, such as 
“Louisiana Heron,” thesub- 
ject must be at least 50 per- 
cent smaller than the actual 
bird.

corded, not only occasions

Two men received stiff 
sentences from Judge Fred 
A. Thayer of the Garrett 
County Circuit Court re- 
cently forcrimesofburglary 
and sex offense, and a Deer 
Park woman was found 
guilty of four charges con- 
cerning illegal drugs in a trial 
by jury. 

After pleading ‘‘not 
guilty” in a February hear- 
ing, Jay L. McVicker, 24, Van 
Voorhis, Pa., was found 
guilty by the court of bur- 
glary and felony theft. At 
that time, Thayer ordered a 
pre-sentence investigation. 
He then sentenced the de- 
fendanton Thursday to four 
years in the Maryland De- 
partment of Corrections 
(DOC) for each count.

The value of the items was 
estimated at $750. During 
the investigation ofthe crime, 
police apparently found the 
television after it had been 
sold some time after the 
incident.

Findings Of Elementary School Study 
Discussed By G.C. Education Board 


The Garrett County 

Board of Education met last 
week and discussed the find- 
ings of a  Penneylvania 
architect firm that recently 
completed a study of the 
county’s southern area ele- 
mentary school district, 
namely the Red House, 
Crellin, Bloomington, 
Kitzmiller, and Loch Lynn 
Elementary Schools. Other 
topics discussed at the meet- 
ing included Garrett County 
students attending Allegany 
County schools, the ex-offi- 
cio board member, and the 
school calendar. 

Elementery School 

Study 
The firm of Altman & 
Altman Architects, of Union- 
town, Pa., recently completed 
a year-long atudy of the ele- 
mentary schools in the south- 
ern area of Garrett County. 
Mark Altman presented the 
findings to the board mem- 
bers last Tueaday. 

The purpose of the study 
was to examine five of seven 
southern elementary schools 
to make recommendations 
as to future long-term use, 
as well as to determine the 
present conditionsand utili- 
zations of the schools. Also 
checked was the schools’ 
compliance to building codes 
and educational standards. 
The final goal was to ascer- 
tain the general suitability 
of these buildings for the 
future. 

Altman told the board 
members thatair exchanges 
are needed in all schools, and 
that three ofthe schools do 
not accommodate handi- 
capped individuals. He said 
that some of the schools are 
deficientin thearea ofbuild- 
ing codes, and that there are 
space deficiencies in all five 
of the schools studied. Crellin, 


Red House, and Loch Lynn 
have serious space deficien- 
cies, Altman said. None of 
the schools utilize any mod- 
ern energy saving equip- 
ment. 

The Bloomington School 
is under-utilized, he ex- 
plained, and oversized for the 
number of students, yet has 
no lab or shop or gym facil- 
ity. The occupancy for the 
Bloomington School is pro- 
jected to lower somewhat in 

the next years.

One, chemicals are too costly 
Used indiscnminately. they cut 
profits, not increase them. Two, 
farmers are as concerned about 
the environment as anyone else 
More to the point. they live and 
work in the environment in 
which tnese chemicals are 
used. It's vital for people to 
understand that farmers and 
ranchers are professionals,"’ he 
added 

Kleckner said the public 
needs to know that farmers are 
reducing the amount of chenu- 
cals they use.

In an interview with Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
superintendent of Gerrett County Schools, he 
stressed that the differences in hours and re- 
sponsbilities of each position are significantly 
varied, and again stated that he feels the only fair 
way to judge the pay scale is to rely on a “‘com- 
mon denominator,’ or the work-year. In answer 
to recent criticism of the disparity between the 
salaries of teachers/support personnel and A&S, 
he re-stated hisexplaination that A&S personnel 
work either an 11-month year (207 days) ora 12- 
month year (244 days), at 40 hours per week, as 
compared to a teacher's 187-day work year at 37 
and a half hours per week. After he divided the 
hours by the wage, he explained that the differ- 
ence in A&S salaries was usually two-three dol- 
lars more per hour. 

Jim Raley, president of the Garrett County 
Teachers’ Association (GCTA), stated at a recent 
board meeting that very few teachers actually 
complete their week’s work in 37 and a half 
hours. 

The education board will soon be discussing 
the findings of the mutually agreed-upon arbi- 
trator who is mediating the impasse between the 
GCTA and the education board. The board will 

also soon present their fiscal year 1992 budget

While this column 1s usually devoted to one 
topic of controversy, once in a great while we 
prefer to use it as a vehicle for expressing opin- 
1ons on a variety of issues. Thus we offer the 
following ‘‘mini-editorials ”’ 


It ts refreshing to see that the U.S. Congress 
can indeed act swiftly if really pressured to do so 
The nationwide rail strike that began at mid- 
night yesterday ended within 24 hours because of 
such quick action by Congress. It would be nice 
ifitheir response were similar on scores of other 
issues 

We still believe that the county policy on 
subsidizing education courses for county em- 
ployees was violated when Garrett County 
Commissioner Elwood Groves received several 
thousand dollars over the past few years for his 
post-graduate education. Is he going to reim- 
burse the county? 

The talk presented at last week’s annual 4-H 
Achievement Dinner by local soldier Neil Stoner, 
who served with Operation Desert Shield, was 
outstanding. Stoner did not talk about his ac- 
complishments there, but advised the young 
people in attendance to value what they have in 
this country and to capitalize on every single 
opportunity to further their education and broaden 
their horizons 

We are anxious to see if the administrative 
and supers isory personnel of the Garrett County 
Board of Education are going to take the same 
percentage salary increase that is ultimately 
awarded the teachers. It would be an outstand- 
ing gesture of good will and selflessness if they 
were to freeze their salaries for the next few 
years, which would accomplish two things - de- 
creasing the too-wide gap between teacher and 
A&S salary levels, and freeing up more funds 
that can be used for other things, such as student 
books and supplies 

It is gratifying to see that a much bigger effort 
is now underway to provide assistance to the 
Kurdish people of'Iraq who are being persecuted 
by their own dictator. Hopefully Sadaam Hussein’s 
reign will soon come to a quick and just end. 

We are hearing a lot about charter home rule 
and code home rule these days and it will un- 
doubtedly be a major issue for many months to 
come. While there are many desirable facets of 
home rule, we have yet to form an opinion on 
whether or not such a radical change in our local 
form of government is a good thing. More re- 
search needs to be done, the results of which 
must be shared objectively with the voting pub- 


lic, before a decision is made. 





To the Editor: 

The demands of Garrett 
County teachers for binding 
arbitration or a 6% rise in 
salaries 1s reasonable in light 
of Garrett County’s tradi- 
tonally low teacher pay acale. 
Although Garrett County 
usually ranks at or near the 
bottom of comparative teach- 
ers’ salaries in Maryland, the 
county does not rank last in 
terms of ability to pay as 
based on the assessable base 
of real estate.

All people 
who value auality education 
must let the Commission- 
ers, as well as the Board of 
Education, know of their 
concerns. If the Commission- 
ers hear only from people 
concerned with other prob 
lems they will assume that 
the people of the county be- 

lheve that funding for educa- 
tion ts adequate 

Employers looking at 
communities in whicn to 
locate place the quality of 
the educational system high 
on their list of priorities 
Every person in the United 
States of America needs to 
be aware of the importance 
of education in our coun- 
try truggle to keep good 
jobs here and to increase the 
number of yobs 
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Each taxpayer should be 
a registered voter 

Each registered voter 
should inform the County 
Commissioners, as well as 
the Board of Education, of 
hisher interest in a good 
educational system. 

Each parent should see 
that each childis adequately 
rested, fed, and clotned so 
that heshe will be healthy 
and capable of learning. 

And. of course. each 
teacher should give the 100% 
advertised. 

Only then will Garrett 
County have the best pos- 
sible educational system.

Many people in Gar- 
rett County and in West Vir- 
ginia can identify with a similar 
‘rich, affluent’’ way of life. As 
you and Dr. Abrahamson say. 
we were spoiled. 

As a veteran's wife, I have 
sympathy for many things in 
this world, but not for the com- 
munist North Vietnamese who 
have to share a ‘‘can of Coke"

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To the Editor 

Having never been an editorialist in The Republican, itis with 
some hesitation that I respond to Garrett County taxpayer K.L. 
Carti of Falls Church, Va., and his near-aighted admonition of 

‘whining Garrett County teachers."’ Nevertheless, | am com- 
pelled to state that whatever teachers now receive in terms of 
compensation in Garrett County or anywhere in America for that 
matter, they undoubtedly deserve more 

I am appreciative of an educational system in America that 
has provided me with 23 years of education and now allows me the 
privilege of practicing medicine. Part of that educational 
experience included attending Garrett County elementary and 
secondary schools as well as Garrett County Community College 
(initially majoring in elementary education). Too seldom have I 
reflected on just what positive impact that early training had on 
me and my eventual pursuita of higher learning. local educators 
such as Delaine Travis, Lenora Schrock, Janice Hutchinson, 
Carol Slagle, Jim Zimmerman, and Geneva Rentschler were only 
a few of the extremely talented people who! have had the distinct 
opportunity to have been influenced by. These people were 
teachers. 

Having grown up in a family of educators including my 
mother, Geneva, (an elementary school teacher for 31 years); my 
brother, Bob, (an elementary school teacher and principal for 16 
years); my sisters, Jeannie and Maureen, (elementary educators 
for a combined total of over 30 years); and my youngest sister, 
Shirley, (an aspiring teacher) may bias my opinion. Yet, | have 
had the opportunity to witness first hand what it means to be a 
dedicated teacher. By the way, I sincerely believe that more 
teachers than not are dedicated and do believe in their real jobs! 

If we compare the societal worth of our teachers with 
laborers, then we must do as citizen Carti does — base this 
comparison on days off, hourly wages, and personal benefits. 
Those who accept this comparison do not and probably never will 
value the educating process of our young. Unfortunately, society 
will continue to suffer as education deteriorates, taking a back 
seat both philosophically and economically in terms of societal 
prionties. Citizen Carti’s attitude sadly reflects an ever- 
pervading one by many who have devalued education and 
educators. 

As with many underpaid teachers, my mother balanced the 
full-time rearing of her family with the marvelous job she per- 
formed in the classroom. Those classrooms were located 
diversely across this country: from one-room schools in Wetzel 
and Upshur Counties. W.Va.; to frontier Anchorage, Alaska; to 
metroplitan Lus Angeles County, California, tu suburban Waslr 
ington, D.C.; and finally to Garrett County, Maryland. The last 
stage of her professional career found her teaching at various 
locations in this county including Center Street, Red House, and 
Southern Middle schools. 

On more than a few occasions, I can recall as a blurry-eyed 
youth, being awakened by a light shining from the dining room 
table at 1:30 a.m. tor later), which revealed Mom working on 
lesson plans, grading papers, or squeaking her felt-tipped marker 
on bulletin board posters. Still, the bell didn't ring in her class- 
room the next morning without her or without 100% of her talents 
and energies. She had a real job! 

I can also recall her tutomng mentally retarded, brain- 
injured, and other learning disabled children in the evening — 
children who, without a teacher, would never have learned to 
read. She had a real job! Not only did Mom do the latter for the 
tremendous good it provided, (I honestly believe that she would 
have done it for free), she didit tosupplement her meager income 
in a by-necessity two-income family — a family that certainly 
couldn't afford a vacation home. She had a real job! (Incidently, 
the aforementioned evenings were never without a hot meal for 
our family or assistance on our own homework assignments as 
needed). 

I clearly remember those balmy summer vacations that 
citizen Carti alluded to — those zz months when Mom spent the 
majority of her hours teaching summer Head Start, tutoring 
children, or taking college classes to fulfill continuing education 
recertification requirements. Indeed, she had a real job! 

There are many things amiss with the current education 
system; for one, overpaid administrators (i.e. compensating the 
local supervisor of transportation $56, 789.00/year), not to mention 
state-mandated curricula thrust upon teachers by theorists long 
removed from the classroom as a whole and certainly from the 
individual child's educational needs in specific. Unfortunately, as 
in any profession, there are a few pooriy motivated and under 
qualified members, yet most teachers performing at less than 
standard levels are probably doing so by virtue of the 
overwhelming frustrations of their system. 

Far beyond any of these considerations lies a more funda- 
mental problem undermining education today — the grave illness 
besieging the American Family. Who do teachers contact when 
Johnny is suspected of having a learning disability — natural 
father A, stepfather B, or current live-in boyfriend C? Will any of 
these potential custodians attend the next PTA meeting? And 
Susie; who will assist Susie with her homework tonight as she 
latch-keys her existence toward an all too common adolescent 
pregnancy — the computer age babysitter ‘‘Nintendo?’’ Both 
Johnny and Susie will be in school tomorrow, citizen Carti, and 
their teachers will have real jobs! 

And how about little Tommy, who is going to insist that he's 
clean, healthy, well-fed, and free of physical abuse? Sure, the 
courts and social workers will keep an eye on the “dysfunctional 
home environment,” particularly when the guardians know 
they're watching. 

Punker JoAnne knows that she has a license to be disruptive 
in the classroom — it's her ‘‘freedom of expression!’ Most 
acknowledge that disciplining New Age children has advanced 
into the ‘‘New World disOrder." Teachers are constantly 
reminded by their administrators and their students that no pupil 
is far from litigious over-protection; it follows that the instructors 
must put up with ‘‘the lip” of the disruptive few in light of the too 
often frustrating, limited, and futile alternatives. Tommy and 
JoAnne will be in school tomorrow and some teachers will still be 
performing their real jobs! 

How tragic that teachers must divide their time between sur- 
rogating as mothers, fathers, counselors, policemen, nurses, and 
being teachers. It's astonishing that their worth then, and sub- 

sequent compensation, would be based solely on the latter when 
the realities of their position encompasses the latter and many of 
the former. The irony is that these ever-expanding roles of the 
teacher can effectively sabotage his/her instructional efforts, 
unfairly reflecting on ability and productivity. Difficult real jobs! 

These real jobs have forced their providers into labor-like 
collective bargaining to protect. Come on America, the children 
and their young minds are not chunks of coal or rivets of steel — 
they are our future! Teachers, by virtue of genuine concern and 
unfortunate default, are now assuming widening roles far beyond’ 
the basic provision of reading, wnting and mathematical instruc- 
tion. They must be compensated fairly with consideration of these 
realities. 

I have a cynical proposal for the under-appreciated Garrett 
County teachers and teachers across this country for that matter 
Get real jobs’ Abandon your underpaid, professionally prepared, 
highly dedicated, fatigued and frustrated, burdened and bureau- 
cratized positions. Abandon the little children who depend on you 
because they truly have few others. Seek compensation com- 
mensurate with your knowledge and abilities elsewhere. Leave 
the Little Ones to a society that increasingly doesn’t give a damn 
If the current administrators won't or caa’t educate in your 
absence, then let the public school doors close. 

Maybe then, as parents are forced to focus more on their 
children and leas on their own selfishness; as the government is 
made to realize that it must either put up or shut up on the priority 
issue of education; and most importantly, (the bottom line impor- 
tance of its place in our society is sad), as the free enterprise 
system — that economic backbone of America — receives into its 
work force the increasing numbers of illiterate and unprepared, 
maybe then we will appreciate the teachers and the real jabs they 
performed!

Ventila 
tion is inadequate, and the 
space deficiency is heavy 
Neither of these schools are 
suitable for renovation, ac- 
cording to Altman. 

Altman stressed that 
although the schools are 
basically inadequate, these 
problems do not appear to 
cause any negative effect to 
the learning process. 

Three options presented 
by the firm were then ex 
plained to the board mem- 
bers. Option One would be 
the renovation of Blooming- 
ton and Crellin, and the 
replacement of Kitzmiller, 
Loch Lynn, and Red House, 
with new sites for the three 
re-built schools. The pro- 
jected cost was estimated at 
$4,376,745. 

Option Two: Renovate 
Bloomington School, consol 
date Crellin, Loch Lynn, Red 
House; and replace 
Kitzmiller School. The pro- 
jected cost of option two is 
$3,309,195. 

Option Three, Altman 
explained. consists of 'replac- 
ing all five schools with two 
new schools, with one new 
school located in the Swan- 
ton area, and the other lo- 
cated southwest of Oakland 
Approximately 229 students 
would attend each school. 
The proposed cost of option 
three is $2,642,230. 

Altman & Altman rec- 
ommended the third option 
to the board members, partly 
because of the lower cost and 
also to insure safe, complete 
facilities for all the southern 
county’s children. Altman 
said that the firm had first 
considered one new school 
to replace all five current 
schools, but after traveling 
the county realized that the 
area is too spread out to make 
one school a feasible option. 

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
superintendent, presented 
the findings of Altman & 
Altman to the Garrett 
County Commissioners this 
week, and hasalso arranged 
to meet with the school prin 

cipals and other personnel 
of each school in question to 
discuss the option with them 

“We're very interested in 
what the community has to 
say about the options,” 
Ryscavage stated. ‘Obvi- 

ously we first want to hear 
the reaction of the people 
before we make any kind of. 
decision.” 

The question of transpor- 
tation arose because of the 
obvious bussing changes, as 
did a discussion of Garrett 
County students attending 
Allegany schools. Ryscavage 
stated that he was not rec 
ommending any action, but 
he did note that this county 
paid Allegany County 
$223,565 in tuition costs 
during the school year 1988. 
89 to cover approximately 
150 students who attended 
school there. He stated that 
it would have cost Garrett 
Co. approximately $289,000 
to educate those students in 
their home county, but that 
Allegany did receive 
$218,905 from the state for 
educating the out-of-county 
students that year. That 
amount would have been sent 
to Garrett if the pupils had 
attended Garrett schools. 

Ryscavage explained that 
transportation in this rela 
tively large county is a 
“knotty problem” however, 
and that several details con- 
cerning transportation 
would have to be considered 
in making any change 

Ryscavage recommended 
that meetings be held at each 
school concerning the options

he received confirmation 
approximately one month 
ago that the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office has completed 
its investigation and deter- 
mined there was "absolutely 
no basis for any charges being 
brought against the Sanitary 
Commission.” 

Henoted also thata writ- 
ten verification of that ver- 
dict has been requested by 
the Sanitary Commission but 
has yet to be received. 

Goodfellow revealed that 
officials from the Maryland 
Department of the Environ- 
Ment and the Maryland 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene, as well as 
personnel from the Environ- 
mental Crimes Unit within 
the Attorney General's of- 
fice have been conducting 
an investigation of the Gar- 
rett County Sanitary District 
for about two years. 

“I’m concerned that the 
ball has been dropped and 
there’sa nice little cover-up 
ensuing by the Sanitary 
Commission and the Attor- 
ney General'soffice,”’ stated 
Goodfellow. He continued, 
“They had insurmountable 
evidence in the form of pic- 
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tures of spells, namely, 30,000 
gallons of sludge going out 
ofithe digester and into the 
stream on more than two 
occasions. During my last 
month on the job, I was in 
fear of losing my job, and 
collected pictures during that 
time.” 

He reported that he 
brought the problems to the 
attention ofiBeitzel, because 
“T wasn’t getting anywhere 
with my superintendent, 
Dale Allen.” Goodfellow also 
told the commissioners that 
the employees who main- 
tained and supervised the 
facilities were told by Be- 
itzel that if they ‘went over 
his head, he would fire the 
lot of them.” 

Betizel, however, ex- 
pressed a somewhat differ- 
ent interpretation of those 
orders, stating that he had, 
indeed, told his employees 
that if they did not follow 
the proper procedure for fil- 
ing a grievance, they would 
be dismissed from their du- 
ties. “I have never denied 
anyone access to the griev- 
ance process,” he stated. 

Beitzel also said that he 
personally interviewed every 
employee who’s job was re- 
lated to the collection or 
treatment facilities and 
found no evidence of any 
employee being in fear of his 
job or neglecting his duties. 
Thesameholdstrue, he said, 
in response to Goodfellow’'s 
allegations that employees 
were told by their supervi- 
sors to, in one case, dump 
sludge from a spill on the 
ground and cover it with hay. 

Beitzel stated that charge 
was “absolutely false,"” and 
that he had talked to all the 
employees, not one of whom 
indicated that the incident 
really happened. 

“Pictures of the sludge 
look gross,” stated Beitzel, 
“but sludge is actually a by- 
product of sewage that has 
been treated and conditioned, 
and is virtually free of patho- 
genic organisms that could 
cause a potential problem for 
humans or the environ- 
ment.” 

He noted that there are 
several sites in the county 
that have been approved for 
sludge storage, and that the 
material must be tested be- 
fore it isallowed to be stored. 

When Beitzel was asked 
if he had ever known about 
or condoned the omission or 
misrepresentation of reports 
regarding either sewage or 
sludge spills, he answered, 
“Asa result of theinvestiga- 
tion, we have conducted an 
internal investigation to 
make sure our people were 
not willfully violating any 
regulations, and after inter- 
viewing every maintenance 
employee, we concluded there 
had been no evidence of vio- 
lations or of misconduct.” 

Goodfellow presented the 
county commissioners with 
several examples of miscon- 
duct by district employees, 
one of which was an alleged 
incident at pump #22 (lo- 
cated at the intersection of 
Lake Shore Drive and Rt. 
219) where, he said, a water 
pump broke and _ spilled 
approximately 30,000 gallons 
of sewage in an eight-hour 
period. 

He reported that the 
incident happened because 
“the janitor was out of gas” 
andapparently could not get 
to the site on time. ‘It’s not 
like someone just opened the 
gate and let the sludge out - 
- it’s just ignorance.” 

Goodfellow also stated 
that, during the course of 
his employment with the 
Sanitary District, he was 
informed by Beitzel that 
inter-office policy dictated 
that he was not to have any 
dealings with the state re- 
port. ‘‘My job was to collect 
the spills. | assumed they 
were being written down. 
Eight months into the job, | 
discovered they weren't being 
written down or were being 
‘whited out’ at theend of the 
month,” he stated. 

Near the conclusion of 
his statements, Goodfellow 
told the commissioners that 
he was considering filing a 
suit against the Sanitary 
District or the county be- 
cause of the ‘nature of my 
expulsion from my position 
with the Sanitary District” 
and the "subsequent harass- 
ment by my former supe- 
rior.” 

“It seems like everyone 
is happy with what's hap 


pened but I have to live with 
what I know has happened,” 
he concluded. 

Beitzel, however, took 
issue with most of Goodfel- 
low's remarks, stating, “If 
he witnessed a problem, he 
should not have worked in 
collusion with the state. He 
should have brought it to 
the attention of his supervi- 
sor or me. There is no value 
in employing a person who 
works against his fellow 
employees to discredit them.”” 

Betizel added that Goo- 
dfellow was fired from his 
job “because he was not 
performing the duties he was 
hired to perform and because 
he violated certain district 
policies.” 

He then stated, ‘I sus- 
pected he was working with 
the state, but the first time! 
really knew about the inves- 
tigation by the state was on 
a Friday night during last 
Memorial Day weekend 
when I was inspecting the 
Deep Creek Lake waste water 
facility and a state police- 
man with the Environmental 
Crimes Unit appeared and 
shined a fiashlight in my 
face,” 

Beitzel reported that, 
before this investigation by 
the state, the Garrett County 
Sanitary District had been 
“set up by the state as an 
example of how waste water 
plants should be run. Sud- 
denly, there wasa change in 
attitude, and we went from 
being the good guys to being 
known as the bad guys.” 

When Beitzel was asked 
if any spills had ever been 
reported to the state, he 
answered, ‘Yes. Spills have 
unfortunately occurred and 
will most likely occur in the 
future, but they were not the 


result ofi neglect." Rather, 
he said, the spills have oc- 
curred as a result of “circum- 
stances beyond our control.” 

He cited natural occur- 
rences such as windstorms 
and floods, both of which have 
interrupted the steps in- 
volved in collecting, treat- 
ing and discharging waste 
water. The most recent ex- 
ample, he said, was when 
the radio tower used by the 
Garrett County Office of 
Emergency Management 
was torn down by winds, 
cutting off communication 
signals between the office and 
the pump stations. 

Beitzel explained that 
each pump station is con- 
nected to the tower via radio 
telemetry, and, even though 
the Sanitary District has a 
24-hour a day employee to 
watch the various systems, 
the connection with the 
tower is still a vital safeguard 
against spills. 

“There are two main 
problems that hinder the 
effectiveness of the system,” 
said Beitzel. “The first is that 
when we put in newsystems, 
we have to rely on engineers 
and consultants, whose plans 
must then be reviewed and 
approved by the state because 
we have to rely on state funds 
for the more significant part 
of the cost,” he said, con- 
tinuing, “Then the state 
comes in and changes the 
regulations, expecting the 
stations todo ajobthey were 
not meant to do.” 

The second problem, he 
said, is that most of Garrett 
County’s small streams are 
designated as Class III trout 
streams. “Because of that, 
we are not allowed to use 
chlorine in the treatment 
systems, and our only alter- 
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native is to employ ultravio- 
let disinfection.” 

"But at the Deep Creek 
Lake sewage treatment 
plant, the ultraviolet disin- 
fection unit is too small to 
effectively deal with the 
quantity of material that 
passes through the plant,” 
said Beitzel. He then noted 
that the state ‘keeps increas- 
ing the size requirement of 
the unit.” 

He stated that the dis- 
trict has already replaced 
parts at the Deep Creek Lake 
plant and even encountered 
legal problems when trying 
to hire an engineer to cor- 
rect a deficiency in the aera- 
tion system, which, he noted, 
has now been corrected. 

“We'd liketo spend more 
to correct the problems but, 
in doing that, user fees in- 
crease. That is a burden for 
most local families and does 
not win us public support,” 
he said, adding that grant 
funds were contingent on the 
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demonstrated ability of the 
residents to pay the increased 
user fees 

While Goodfellow con- 
tended that the “‘sad fact of 
the matter is that the situ 
ation is getting progressively 
worse, and | have evidence 
to that effect,” Beitzel stated, 
“the saddest part is that, as 
a result of Goodfellow's ac- 
tions, we have seen a dete- 
Tioration in the relations 
between the Sanitary Dis- 
trict and the Maryland De- 
partment of the Environ- 
ment regulators, who are 
now questioning the integ- 
rity of the system and seem 
to be seeking to discredit us.””

Thesameholdstrue, he said, 
in response to Goodfellow's 
allegations that employees 
were told by their supervi- 
sors to, in one case, dump 
sludge from a spill on the 
ground and cover it with hay. 

Beitzel stated that charge 
was “absolutely false,”’ and 
that he had talked to all the 
employees, not one of whom 
indicated that the incident 
really happened. 

“Pictures of the sludge 
look gross,”’ stated Beitzel, 
“but sludge is actually a by- 
product of sewage that has 
been treated and conditioned, 
and is virtually free of patho- 
genic organisms that could 
cause a potential problem for 
humans or the environ- 
ment.” 

He noted that there are 
several sites in the county 
that have been approved for 
sludge storage, and that the 
material must be tested be- 
foreitisallowed to bestored. 

When Beitzel was asked 
if he had ever known about 
or condoned the omission or 
misrepresentation of reports 
regarding either sewage or 
sludge spills, he answered, 
“Asaresult of the investiga- 
tion, we have conducted an 
internal investigation to 
make sure our people were 
not willfully violating any 
regulations, and after inter- 
viewing every maintenance 
employee, we concluded there 
had been no evidence of vio- 
lations or of misconduct.” 

Goodfellow presented the 
county commissioners with 
several examples of miscon- 
duct by district employees, 
one of which was an alleged 
incident at pump #22 (lo- 
cated at the intersection of 
Lake Shore Drive and Rt. 
219) where, he said, a water 
pump broke and spilled 
approximately 30,000 gallons 
of sewage in an eight-hour 
period. 

He reported that the 
incident happened because 
“the janitor was out of gas” 
andapparentlycould not get 
to the site on time. “It's not 
like someone just opened the 
gate and let the sludge out - 
- it's just ignorance.” 

Goodfellow also stated 
that, during the course of 
his employment with the 
Sanitary District, he was 
informed by Beitzel that 
inter-office policy dictated 
that he was not to have any 
dealings with the state re- 
port. ‘My job was to collect 
the spills. | assumed they 
were being written down. 
Eight months into the job, I 
discovered they weren't being 
written down or were being 
‘whited out’ at the endof the 
month,” he stated. 

Near the conclusion of 
his statements, Goodfellow 
told the commissioners that 
he was considering filing a 
suit against the Sanitary 
District or the county be- 
cause of the “nature of my 
expulsion from my position 
with the Sanitary District” 
and the “subsequent harass: 
ment by my former supe- 
rior.” 

“It seems like everyone 
is happy with what's hap- 


pened but I have to live with 
what I know hashappened,” 
he concluded. 

Beitzel, however, took 
issue with most of Goodfel- 
low's remarks, stating, “If 
he witnessed a problem, he 
should not have worked in 
collusion with the state. He 
should have brought it to 
the attention of his supervi- 
sor or me. There is no value 
in employing a person who 
works against his fellow 
employees to discredit them.” 

Betizel added that Goo- 
dfellow was fired from his 
job “because he was not 
performing the duties he was 
hired to perform and because 
he violated certain district 
policies.” 

He then stated, “I sus- 
pected he was working with 
the state, but the first time | 
really knew about the inves- 
tigation by the state was on 
a Friday night during last 
Memorial Day weekend 
when I was inspecting the 
Deep Creek Lake waste water 
facility and a state police- 
man with the Environmental 
Crimes Unit appeared and 
shined a flashlight in my 
face.” 

Beitzel reported that, 
before this investigation by 
the state, the Garrett County 
Sanitary District had been 
“set up by the state as an 
example of how waste water 
plants should be run. Sud- 
denly, there wasa changein 
attitude, and we went from 
being the good guys to being 
known as the bad guys.” 

When Beitzel was asked 
if any spills had ever been 
reported to the state, he 
answered, “Yes. Spills have 
unfortunately occurred and 
will most likely occur in the 
future, but they werenot the 


result of neglect.” Rather, 
he said, the spills have oc- 
curred asa result of “circum- 
stances beyond our control.” 

He cited natural occur- 
rences such as windstorms 
and floods, both of which have 
interrupted the steps in- 
volved in collecting, treat- 
ing and discharging waste 
water. The most recent ex- 
ample, he said, was when 
the radio tower used by the 
Garrett County Office of 
Emergency Management 
was torn down by winds, 
cutting off communication 
signals between the office and 
the pump stations. 

Beitzel explained that 
each pump station is con- 
nected to the tower via radio 
telemetry, and, even though 
the Sanitary District has a 
24-hour a day employee to 
watch the various systems, 
the connection with the 
tower is still a vital safeguard 
against spills. 

“There are two main 
problems that hinder the 
effectivenessofthesystem,” 
said Beitzel. ‘‘The first is that 
when we put in new systems, 
we have to rely on engineers 
and consultants, whose plans 
must then be reviewed and 
approved by the state because 
we have to rely on state funds 
for the more significant part 
of the cost,” he said, con- 
tinuing, “Then the state 
comes in and changes the 
regulations, expecting the 
stationstodoa jobthey were 
not meant to do.” 

The second problem, he 
said, is that most of Garrett 
County's small streams are 
designated as Class |I1 trout 
streams. ‘Because of that, 
we are not allowed to use 
chlorine in the treatment 
systems, and our only alter-

Native is to employ ultravio- 
let disinfection.” 

“But at the Deep Creek 
Lake sewage treatment 
plant, the ultraviolet disin- 
fection unit is too small to 
effectively deal with the 
quantity of material that 
passes through the plant,” 
said Beitzel. He then noted 
that the state “keeps increas- 
ing the size requirement of 
the unit.” 

He stated that the dis- 
trict has already replaced 
parts at the Deep Creek Lake 
plant and even encountered 
legal problems when trying 
to hire an engineer to cor- 
rect a deficiency in the aera- 
tion system, which, he noted, 
has now been corrected. 

“We'd liketo spend more 
to correct the problems but, 
in doing that, user fees in- 
crease. That is a burden for 
most local families and does 
not win us public support,” 
he said, adding that grant 
funds were contingent on the 
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demonstrated ability of the 
residents to pay the increased 
user fees 

While Goodfellow con- 
tended that the “‘sad fact of 
the matter is that the situ- 
ation is getting progreasively 
worse, and | have evidence 
to that effect,” Beitzel stated, 
“the saddest part is that, as 
a result of Goodfellow’s ac- 
tions, we have seen a dete- 
rioration in the relations 
between the Sanitary Dis- 
trict and the Maryland De- 
partment of the Environ- 
ment regulators, who are 
now questioning the integ- 
rity of the system and seem 
to be seeking to discredit us.”

he received confirmation 
approximately one month 
ago that the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office has completed 
its investigation and deter- 
mined there was “absolutely 
no basis for any charges being 
brought against the Sanitary 
Commission.” 

He noted also that a writ- 
ten verification of that ver- 
dict has been requested by 
the Sanitary Commission but 
has yet to be received. 

Goodfellow revealed that 
officials from the Maryland 
Department of the Environ- 
ment and the Maryland 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene, as well as 
personnel from the Environ- 
mental Crimes Unit within 
the Attorney General's of- 
fice have been conducting 
an investigation of the Gar- 
rett County Sanitary District 
for about two years. 

“I’m concerned that the 
ball has been dropped and 
there’s a nice little cover-up 
ensuing by the Sanitary 
Commission and the Attor- 
ney General’soffice,”’ stated 
Goodfellow. He continued, 
“They had insurmountable 
evidence in the form of pic- 
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Oakland, price slashed 
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tures of spills, namely, 30,000 
gallons of sludge going out 
of the digester and into the 
stream on more than two 
occasions. During my last 
month on the job, I was in 
fear of losing my job, and 
collected pictures during that 
time.” 

He reported that he 
brought the problems to the 
attention of Beitzel, because 
“| wasn’t getting anywhere 
with my superintendent, 
Dale Allen.” Goodfellow also 
told the commissioners that 
the employees who main- 
tained and supervised the 
facilities were told by Be- 
itzel that if they ‘went over 
his head, he would fire the 
lot of them.” 

Betizel, however, ex- 
pressed a somewhat differ- 
ent interpretation of those 
orders, stating that he had, 
indeed, told his employees 
that if they did not follow 
the proper procedure for fil- 
ing 4 grievance, they would 
be dismissed from their du- 
ties. “I have never denied 
anyone access to the griev- 
ance process,’ he stated. 

Beitzel also said that he 
personally interviewed every 
employee who's job was re- 
lated to the collection or 
treatment facilities and 
found no evidence of any 
employee being in fear of his 

job or neglecting his duties. 
Thesameholdstrue, hesaid, 
in response to Goodfellow's 
allegations that employees 
were told by their supervi- 
sors to, in one case, dump 
sludge from a spill on the 
ground and cover it with hay. 

Beitzel stated that charge 
was “‘absolutely false,” and 
that he had talked to all the 
employees, not one of whom 
indicated that the incident 
really happened. 

“Pictures of the sludge 
look gross,” stated Beitzel, 
“but sludge is actually a by- 
product of sewage that has 
been treated and conditioned, 
and is virtually free of patho- 
genic organisms that could 
cause a potential problem for 
humans or the environ- 
ment.” 

He noted that there are 
several sites in the county 
that have been approved for 
sludge storage, and that the 
material must be tested be- 
foreit is allowed to bestored. 

When Beitzel was asked 
iffhe had ever known about 
or condoned the omission or 
misrepresentation ofireports 
regarding either sewage or 
sludge spills, he answered, 
“Asaresult of the investiga- 
tion, we have conducted an 
internal investigation to 
make sure our people were 
not willfully violating any 
regulations, and after inter- 
viewing every maintenance 
em ployee, we concluded there 
had been no evidence of vio- 
lations or of misconduct.” 

Goodfellow presented the 
county commissioners with 
several examples of miscon- 
duct by district employees, 
one of which was an alleged 
incident at pump #22 (lo- 
cated at the intersection of 
Lake Shore Drive and Rt. 
219) where, he said, a water 
pump broke and spilled 
approximately 30,000 gallons 
of sewage in an eight-hour 
period. 

He reported that the 
incident happened because 
“the janitor was out of gas” 
andapparently could not get 
to the site on time. “It’s not 
like someone just opened the 
gate and let the sludge out - 
- it’s just ignorance.” 

Goodfellow also stated 
that, during the course of 
his employment with the 
Sanitary District, he was 
informed by Beitzel that 
inter-office policy dictated 
that he was not to have any 
dealings with the state re- 
port. ‘‘My job was to collect 
the spills. | assumed they 
were being written down. 
Eight months into the job, I 
discovered they weren't being 
written down or were being 
‘whited out’ at the endof the 
month,” he stated. 

Near the conclusion of 
his statements, Goodfellow 
told the commissioners that 
he was considering filing a 
suit against the Sanitary 
District or the county be- 
cause of the “nature of my 
expulsion from my position 
with the Sanitary District” 
and the “subsequent harass- 
ment by my former supe- 
rior.” 

“It seems like everyone 
is happy with what's hap- 


pened hut I have to live with 
what I know has happened," 
he concluded. 

Beitzel, however, took 
issue with most of Goodfel- 
low’s remarks, stating, “If 
he witnessed a problem, he 
should not have worked in 
collusion with the state. He 
should have brought it to 
the attention of his supervi- 
sor or me. There is no value 
in employing a person who 
works against his fellow 
employees to discredit them.” 

Betizel added that Goo- 
dfellow was fired from his 
job “because he was not 
performing the duties he was 
hired to perform and because 
he violated certain district 
policies.” 

He then stated, "I sus- 
pected he was working with 
the state, but the first time I 
really knew about the inves- 
tigation by the state was on 
a Friday night during last 
Memorial Day weekend 
when I was inspecting the 
Deep Creek Lake waste water 
facility and a state police- 
man with the Environmental 
Crimes Unit appeared and 
shined a fiashlight in my 
face.” 

Beitzel reported that, 
before this investigation by 
the state, the Garrett County 
Sanitary District had been 
“set up by the state as an 
exam ple of how waste water 
plants should be run. Sud- 
denly, there wasa change in 
attitude, and we went from 
being the good guys to being 
known as the bad guys.” 

When Beitzel was asked 
if any spills had ever been 
reported to the state, he 
answered, ‘Yes. Spills have 
unfortunately occurred and 
will most likely occur in the 
future, but they were not the 


result of neglect.”” Rather, 
he said, the spills have oc- 
curred asa result of “circum- 
stances beyond our control.” 

He cited natural occur- 
rences such as windstorms 
and floods, both of which have 
interrupted the steps in- 
volved in collecting, treat- 
ing and discharging waste 
water. The most recent ex- 
ample, he said, was when 
the radio tower used by the 
Garrett County Office of 
Emergency Management 
was torn down by winds, 
cutting off communication 
signals between the office and 
the pump stations. 

Beitzel explained that 
each pump station is con- 
nected to the tower via radio 
telemetry, and, even though 
the Sanitary District has a 
24-hour a day employee to 
watch the various systems, 
the connection with the 
tower is still a vital safeguard 
against spills. 

“There are two main 
problems that hinder the 
effectivenessofthe system,” 
said Beitzel. “The first is that 
when we putin new systems, 
we have to rely on engineers 
and consultants, whose plans 
must then be reviewed and 
approved by the state because 
we have to rely on state funds 
for the more significant part 
of the cost,”’ he said, con- 
tinuing, ‘Then the state 
comes in and changes the 
regulations, expecting the 
stations todo a jobthey were 
not meant to do.” 

The second problem, he 
said, is that most of Garrett 
County’s small streams are 
designated as Class II] trout 
streams. ‘‘Because of that, 
we are not allowed to use 
chlorine in the treatment 
systems, and our only alter-

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native is to employ ultravio- 
let disinfection.” 

But at the Deep Creek 
Lake sewage treatment 
plant, the ultraviolet disin- 
fection unit is too small to 
effectively deal with the 
quantity of material that 
passes through the plant,” 
said Beitzel. He then noted 
that the state ‘keeps increas- 
ing the size requirement of 
the unit.” 

He stated that the dis- 
trict has already replaced 
parts at the Deep Creek Lake 
plant and even encountered 
legal problems when trying 
to hire an engineer to cor- 
rect a deficiency in the aera- 
tion system, which, he noted, 
has now been corrected. 

“We'd like to spend more 
to correct the problems but, 
in doing that, user fees in- 
crease. That is a burden for 
most local families and does 
not win us public support,” 
he said, adding that grant 
funds were contingent on the 
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demonstrated ability of the 
resadents to pay the increased 
user fees 
While Goodfellow con 

tended that the ‘‘sad fact of 
the matter is that the situ- 
ation is getting progressively 
worse, and | have evidence 
to that effect,” Beitzel stated, 
“the saddest part is that, as 
a result of Goodfellow’s ac- 
tions, we have seen a dete- 
rioration in the relations 
between the Sanitary Dis- 
trict and the Maryland De- 
partment of the Environ- 
ment regulators, who are 
now questioning the integ- 
rity of the system and seem 
to be seeking to discredit us.”

"Brown Bag" Project Designed To 
Inform Seniors About Medications 


Because many older 
Americans are not as well 
tnformed about prescription 
medicinesas they should be, 
the Garrett County Health 
Department Addictions 
Prevention Servicesand the 
Area Agency on Aging (AAA: 
will jointly sponsor the 
Medication Management 
“Brown Bag” program for 
Garrett County's senior citi- 
zens. 

According to a spokesman 
for the AAA, a recent con- 
sumer survey indicated that 
69 percent of Americans said 
they were not informed, or 
only somewhat informed, 
about the side effects of 
medication. It also showed 
that 72 percent of the gen- 
eral public was inadequately 
informed about prescription 
medicines in general. A 
similar study in a health 
center showed that 50 per- 
cent of patients did not know 
how long to continue their 
medicines, 50 percent did not 
know the correct dose, 16 
percent thought that medi- 
ctne prescribed for use as 
needed were for regular use, 
and 25 percent could not 
identify the purpose of medi- 
cines they were taking. 

“Knowledge gaps such an 
these have many causes,” the 
AAA spokesman said, “from 


the understandable tendency 
of sick patients to focus on 
the diagnosis rather than on 
treatment details, to the 
provider's incorrect assump- 
tion that a patient who does 
not ask questions under- 
stands the instructions.” 

In explaining the “Brown 
Bag”’ program, the spokes- 
man said that local senior 
citizens will be encouraged 
to place all of their prescrip- 
tion and non-prescription 
medications in a bag and 
bring them to the nearest 
“Eating Together” site for 
review by a pharmacist. Local 
pharmacists who have vol- 
unteered to conduct the 
“Brown Bag” checks are: 
Gerry Beachy, Beachy's 
Pharmacy; Paul Chorpen- 
ning and Clint Englander, 
Englander’s Pharmacy; 
Ernie Gregg, Gregg’s Phar- 
macy, Jerry Herpel, Deep 
Creek Pharmacy; Lori Kiddy, 
Rite Aid Pharmacy; Carl 
Shepp, Revco; and Jerry 
Wolford, Friendsville Phar- 
macy.

According to new data released by 
the United States Department of Agriculture (USDA) in May 1990, 


“For the tirst ume in decades. the nutrient data on beet reflect the 
kinds of beef cuts that are found in retail meat counters.” says Dr. 
Jeff Savell, of Texas A&M’s animal science department, who 
supervised the laboratory analysis which provided the new data. 

Nutrition experts have long recognized the important 
contributions beef can make to the diet. It’s an excellent source of 
high quality protein, iron and zinc, and other essential nutrients. But 
because beef contributes some fat and cholesterol to the diet, 
confusion has existed about whether it should be included as part of 


The meat industry tackled the problem of keeping the protein and 
other essential nutrients, while reducing the fat. How? By breeding 


Farmers and ranchers have altered breeding and feeding practices 
to increase muscle mass and decrease body fat. In the past 20 years, 
beef carcass fatness has been reduced by o-« and the external fat of 
retail cuts has been reduced by about 27%. Until recently, beef 
nutrition data were based on beef cuts that had about 1/2 inch of fat 
around the edge. Research showed that in the supermarkets. this 
external fat is trimmed to 1/8 inch or less. not the 1/2 inch originally 
believed. The new nutrition data reflect a 1/4-inch fat thickness. 


*The new information was compiled for the USDA’s Handbook 8-13. a 
comprehensive volume of nutritional information abou! beef which is used by the 
food industry, food scientists. dietitians and nutrition educators/communicators. 
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How can beef fit into a healthful, balanced and varied diet? 


Beef contains less fat and cholesterol than is 
generally assumed. The average 3-ounce 
serving of cooked, trimmed lean beef contains 
only about 8.4 grams of fat, of which less than 
half are saturated. The 10 leanest beef cuts 
range from 4.2 to 8.6 grams of fat in a 3-ounce 
cooked, trimmed serving.

GIFTED PAGANS 

Apparently, the ecstatic worship- 
persin Corinth believe that, because 
their gifts are the most spectacular, 
they are the most gifted. So Paul 
strives to sho® that without the gift 
of love, their ecstasy means nothing 
Allthe gifts inthe world do nol make 
usachurch unless those gifts are mo- 
tivated by love. Otherwise, we are 
just gifled pagans

“Love 
is patient and kind,”' says Paul There 
was a lol of proud and arrogant be- 
havior in the Corinthian church 
that was nol patient or kind ‘Love 
is not jealous or buastful."* says 
Paul, bul that’s whal was so evident 
among the Connthian Christians, 
“Love does not insist on ils own 
way'’—evidenily Paul had never at- 
tended many church business meet 
ings! ‘lt is not writable or resent- 
ful,"’ he maintains. “4 does not re- 
jorce al wrong, but retoices in the 
nght*—so how come Christians love 
to gossip? “Love bears all things, 
believes all things, hopes all things, 
endures all things'’—why then ate 
Christians often socynical?

Plan Announced 


The State Department of 
Education and the State 
Department of Human Re- 
sources have developed a 
streamlined system of quali- 
fying poor children for free 
school meals that is expected 
to increase the number of 
children who participate in 
the school nutrition pro- 
grams.

Officials with the Mary 
land Department of Elealth 
and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) report 73 con 
firmed cases of measles state- 
wideasof April 5,1991. More 
than 43 suspected cases are 
also being investigated, in 
cluding 13 admitted to 
Union Flospital in Cecil 
County this past week. That 
number includes three chil- 
dren from the same family 
There were 32 confirmed 
cases of measles during this 
same period last vear 

“So far, this outbreak is 
outpacing the record num- 
ber of cases Maryland expe- 
tienced last vear,"’ said 
Nelson J. Sabatini, acting 
health secretary. ‘All par- 
ents must make sure their 
children are immunized 
against ineaslesat 15 months 
of age In addition, adults 
who are not immune, espe-

New Law Gives 
Tax Relief To 


Some Employees 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
said the signing of emer 
gency legislation (S B. 847) 
on April 9, 1991, opens the 
door for tax relief for many 
state employees who trans- 
ferred from theState Retire- 
ment System to the State 
Pension System and received 
a refund of their contribu- 
tions and interest, which is 
taxable. 

Theindividualsarein tax 
difficulties because they did 
not understand what they 
could or should do with their 
interest refund 

Affected are those indi- 
viduals who receiveda trans- 
fer refund between January 
1, 1987, and July 10, 1990, 
and who put thetaxable por- 
tion of their refund into an 
Individual Retirement Ac- 
count \nder a C'S. Inter 
nal Revenue Service ruling 
July 10, 1990, these individu- 
als would incur significant 
tax penalties if the proper 
federal tax had not been paid 

“The Maryland Retire- 
ment Agency has sent let- 
ters toabout 2.000 individu- 
als seeking to determine 
which of them are eligible 
for relief under the legisla. 
tion,” Goldstein said. “It's 
very important for these in- 
dividuals to respond so that 
they can be notified of up- 
coming group meetings at 
which IRS and State Retire 
ment Agency personnel can 
outline the provisions of the 
legislation and the federal 
tax relief available.”

New Law Gives 
Tax Relief To 


Some Employees 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
said the signing of emer- 
gency legislation (S.B. 847) 
on April 9, 1991, opens the 
door for tax relief for many 
state employees who trans- 
ferred from theState Retire- 
ment System to the State 
Pension System and received 
a refund of their contribu- 
tions and interest, which is 
taxable. 

Theindividualsarein tax 
difficulties because they did 
not understand what they 
could or should do with their 
interest refund 

Affected are those indi- 
viduals who receiveda trans- 
fer refund between January 
1, 1987, and July 10, 1990, 
and who put the taxable por- 
tion of their refund into an 
Individual Retirement Ac- 
count. Under a US. Inter- 
nal Revenue Service ruling 
July 10,1990, these individu- 
als would incur significant 
tax penalties if the proper 
federal tax had not been paid 

“The Maryland Retire- 
ment Agency has sent let- 
ters to about 2,000 individu- 
als seeking to determine 
which of them are eligible 
for relief under the legisla. 
tion,” Goldstein said. “It's 
very important for these in- 
dividuals to respond so that 
they can be notified of up- 
coming group meetings at 
which IRS and State Retire 
ment Agency personnel can 
outline the provisions of the 
legislation and the federal 
tax relief available.”

New Law Gives 
Tax Relief To 


Some Employees 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
said the signing of emer- 
gency legislation (S.B. 847} 
on April 9, 1991, opens the 
door for tax relief for many 
state employees who trans- 
ferred from theState Retire- 
ment System to the State 
Pension System and received 
a refund of their contribu- 
tions and interest, which is 
taxable. 

The individuals arein tax 
difficulties because they did 
not understand what they 
could orshould do with their 
interest refund 

Affected are those indi- 
vidualswho receiveda trans- 
fer refund between January 
1, 1987, and July 10, 1990, 
and who put the taxable por- 
tion of their refund into an 
Individual Retirement Ac- 
count. Under a U.S. Inter- 
nal Revenue Service ruling 
duly 10, 1990, these individu- 
als would incur significant 
tax penalties if the proper 
federal tax hadnot been paid 

“The Maryland Retire 
ment Agency has sent let- 
ters to about 2,000 individu- 
als seeking to determine 
which of them are eligible 
for relief under the legisla- 
tion,” Goldstein said. “It's 
very important for these in- 
dividuals to respond so that 
they can be notified of up- 
coming group meetings at 
which IRS and State Retire 
ment Agency personnel can 
outline the provisions of the 
legislation and the federal 
tax relief available.”

Will Increase 
College Funds 


The General Assembly 
has approved a new formula 
proposed by the Schaefer 
Administration for thestate 
funding of community col- 
leges, according to the Mary- 
land Higher Education Com- 
mission. 

The formula guarantees 
that state funding will in- 
crease as statewide enroll- 
ment increases. It also pro- 
vided additional funding for 
the state’s smallest commu- 
nity colleges and those in 
the least wealthy counties, 
the commission said. 

The legislation was pro- 
posed by Governor Schaefer 
in response to the expand- 
ing role of the state’s com- 
munity colleges in provid- 
ing education and training 
for adults as well as serving 
as a starting point for stu- 
dents seeking bachelor’s de- 
grees. For three years in a 
row, more than half of all 
new, full-time freshmen in 
Maryland were enrolled at a 
community college. 

“Community colleges 
have become a vital part of 
Maryland’s higher educa- 
tion community. They en- 
roll forty percent of all col- 
lege students in the state, 
and they have a substantial 
impact on our economic de- 
velopment efforts,’’ said 
Shaila R. Aery, secretary of 
High Education.

Aery said that the new 
formula would reduce the 
students’ share of the cost of 
attending community col- 
lege. Maryland community 
college students pay 26 per- 
cent of the cost of their edu- 
cstion, com pared with a na- 
tional average of'20 percent. 

“The high price of com- 
munity college in Maryland 
is an obstacle that needs to 
be removed,” Aery said. The 
secretary said that by in- 
creasing the state’sshare the 
new formula should have the 
effect of reducing the stu- 
dents’ share. 


Community colleges 
were the only segment of 
Maryland higher education 
to receive an increase in 
funding in the FY 92 budget 
adopted by the General As- 
sembly. Funds cut from the 
FY '9] budget wererestored, 
and asa result the colleges 
will receive approximately 
$8.4 million more next year. 








Including state payment 
of employee fringe benefits 
and tuition differentials for 
statewide programs, the bud- 
get adds up to $115 million, 
with $88.4 million distrib- 
uted to the colleges based on 
the old funding formula. 

When the new formula 
takes effect next year, an 
estimated $94.7 million will 
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be distributed to community 
colleges The new formula 
has several components: 

*Fixed cost -- Seventy 
percent of the funds will be 
distributed on the basis of 
the previous year's total ap- 
propriation. 

“Marginal costs 
Twenty-seven percentof the 
funds will be distributed on 
the basis of full-time equiva- 
lent students. 

*Size factor -- Because 
smaller colleges donot enjoy 
the sameeconomy of ascaleas 
larger colleges, 1.75 percent 
of the funds will be allocated 
to small campuses (under 
2,000 FTE) and .25 percent 
to medium size campuses 
(2,000 to 5,000 FTE). 

“Wealth factor -Onehalf 
apercentof the funds will be 
allocated to colleges in the 
poorest counties. 

*Challenge grants --One 
half a percent of the funds 
will be used to fund indi- 
vidual challenge grants for 
projects geared to local eco- 
nomic development needs. 

The community college 
funding formula was the 
Maryland Higher Education 
Com miaaion’stoplegislative 
priority for 1991,and part of 
the Schaefer Adminia- 
tration’slegislative package.

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Income From Natural Resources 
Workshop Draws Great Interest 


Over 180 participants 
xathered for a workshop Satur- 
day, Apml 6, at Allegany Com- 
munity College in Cumberland 
to learn about income oppor- 
tunities for rural areas that 
utilize natural resources. The 
workshop was sponsored by the 
( ooperative Extension Services 
of Marviand. West Virginia. 
and Pennsylvania, and the 
Maryland Tree Farm Com- 
mittee. with those attending 
from the tn-state area 

Workshop organizers were 
pleasantly surprised by the 
overwhelming interest in the 
program. According to Jona- 
than Kays, Regional Natural 
Resources specialist with the 
Maryland Couperative Exten- 
sion Service and one of the 
workshop organizers, ‘‘the pro- 
gram really struck a cord with 
landowners and other people 
who are lvoking for income 
enterpnses that utilize their 
natural resources in a way that 
preserves the natural integrity 
of the land while producing in- 
come As the traditional 
markets for agricultural prod- 
ucts change. farmers are luok- 
ing for ways to diversify their 
operations. Also. new land- 
owners with different interests 
are moving into rural areas 
looking for ways to make their 
land productive. New markets 
now exist for nontraditional 
products and services due to the 
closeness of large and diverse 
urban markets. It 1s obvious 
that there is a need for more 
prugrams of this type and we 
want to make them available.” 
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The workshop was divided 
into two main sections. The 
morning portion concentrated 
on marketing. business, fi- 
nancial, liabslity and insurance 
considerations for small entre- 
preneurs. Bud Keer, leader of 
the USDA Small-Scale Agri- 
culture Division, helped set the 
stage by talking about the 
future of small farms. This was 
followed by speakers that 
emphasized how to assess re- 
sources, potential markets. 
utilize professional assistance, 
and the need to start out small. 

During the afternoon session, 
participants attended three con- 
current workshops on income 
opportunities in which they held 
an interest. The workshop offer- 
ings included talks by actual 
producers and experts on the 
following income opportunities: 
aquaculture. hunting leases, 
firewood and other forest prod- 
ucts, producing and marketing 
ornamentals, organic products, 
fruits and vegetables, hunting 
preserves. bed 'n breakfasts, 
shiitake mushrooms and 
ginseng. fee fishing and camp- 
grounds, and a live demon- 
stration of a portable sawmill 
that can be used for a custom 
Sawing enterprise. 

The comments and evalu- 
ations supplied by wutkslwp 
participants were very positive 
and requested more programs 
of this type. Those with an inter- 
est In income enterprises such 
as those in the program, but 
who were unable to attend. 
should call their local Cooper- 
ative Extension agent and ask 
that they be informed of up- 
coming programs. Also, video- 
tapes of the workshop will be 
available through Allegany 
Community College for a 
Nominal fee. A lot of infor- 
mation from the presentations 
of those involved is contained in 
the video.

The first weekly crop weather 
survey of 1991 found that by 
April 14, 44 percent of Mary- 
land's field acreage was pre- 
pared for planting of spring 
crops, ahead of last year's 37 
percent and the five-year aver- 
age of 41 percent. Anaverage of 
5.3 days was suitable for field- 
work during this week accord- 
ing to the Maryland Agri- 
cultural Statistics Service. 
Across the state,-none of the 
topsoil was very short of mois- 
ture, 27 percent was short, 41 
percent was adequate, and 32 
percent was surplus. Subsoil 
moisture ended the week as 
follows. none was very short or 
short.

BST Receives 
EC Approval 


Genetically engineered BST 
produced by Monsanto has 
cleared a major hurdle on the 
road to approval in Europe. The 
Committee for Veterinary 
Medicinal Products (CVMP) of 
the European Community (EC) 
has given the product. called 
Somatec, the green light. 

CVMP said Somatec and its 
manufacturing process yield a 
product that is safe for both con- 
sumers and cows, increases 
milk production, and does not 
affect the quality of bovine milk 
or meat 

The CVMP action is advisory 
and only clears the way for 
individual Community mem- 
bers to approve the product for 
use. Actual approval is blocked 
for the moment by an EC 
government moratorium on 
BST through 1991. The EC is 
compraised of Belgium, Den- 
mark, France, Germany, 
Greece, Ireland, Italy, the 
Netherlands, Portugal. Spain 
and the United Kingdom 


Farm Program 
Sign-Up Started 


“We began accepting appli- 
cations for the 1991 farm pro- 
grams on March 4," said 
Kenneth R. Bachtel, chair- 
person of the Garrett County 
ASC Committee. The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
recently announced sign-up and 
other acreage reduction pro- 
gram provisions for wheat, 
corn, sorghum, and barley. 

The farm programs call for a 
15 percent reduction in wheat 
acrea; 7.5 percent in corn, 
sorghum, and barley acres and 
zero percent in oats acres. 

For meeting these acreage 
reduction requirements, 
Bachtel said farmers will be 
eligible for price support loans, 
deficiency payments and other 
benefits on their 1991 program 
crops. 

“Wheat and feed grain pro- 
gram participants may request 
40 percent of the estimated 
deficiency payments at 
sign-up.” Bachtel said. Esti- 
mated payment rates are $1.47 
per bushel for wheat, $1.40 for 
wheat in optional winter wheat 


provision, $.58 for corn, $ 5 for. 


sorghum, 8.47 for barley, and 
$ 15 for oats 

Under the 1991 programs, 
farmers will have planting flex- 
ibility on up to 25 percent of the 
crop acreage base, except EIS 
cotton. “That 25 percent is 
called ‘flex’ acreage."’ Bachtel 
said farmers may plant on 
these acres any program crop, 
any oilseed, industrial, or 
experimental crop designated 
by USDA, or any other crop 
except fruits and vegetables. 
He said a list of prohibited crops 
will be available 

Bachtel explained that the 
first 15 percent of flex acreage 
will be called ‘normal flex 
acreage,”’ and the remaining 10 
percent will be ‘optional flex 
acreage.” The program crops 
planted on flex acres may be 
eligible for loans. However, no 
deficiency payments will be 
made for program crops 
planted on normal flex acreage. 
“Likewise, if a crop other than 
the program crop is planted on 
the optional flex acreage, defic- 
lency payments on that acreage 
will not be earned.”” 

According to Bachtel, pro- 
ducers may certify that they 
planted no acreage to a pro- 
gram crop, and that fruits and 
vegetable plantings were not 
larger than normal, and retain 
their entire program crop acre- 
age base as if actually planted. 
“This ‘zero certification’ option 
is new, and will be available to 
those producers who don't 
participate in the program crop 
price support program.” 

The ASCS official said the 
amount of regular deviciency 
payments that a person is 


entitled to under one or more 
programs for wheat and feed 
grains may not exceed $50,000, 
the same as for the 1990 crops. 


Federal Budget 
Includes Dairy 


Assessment 


Part of the effort to balance 
the federal budget included an 
assessment on milk production 
for the next four years. 

The assessment for 1991 will 
be five cents per cwt, and 11.25 
cents thereafter 

The language of the bill says 
that the assessment will be 
refundable to producers who 
hold output constant. The years 
1992, 1993 and 1994 will use the 
previous year as a base. 

A beg increase in production 
during 199] could pull refunds in 
1992 through 1995. So producers 
may want to consider paying 
the 1991 nickel and trying to get 
back the 45 cents over the next 
four years. 

The five-cent assessment 
comes to about $6.50 on a 13,000

pound cow. The 11.25-cent 
assessment is $14.82 on the 
same cow. 

Those who produce even a 
single hundredweight over their 
base, would lose the refund for 
the entire herd. This may mean 
that 1992 may see some prv- 
ducers dumping milk so that 
they will not ship over their 
base, according to ag economist 
William Thomas. 

Producers should start 
making plans for handling the 
assessment. Consider the long- 
term goals of their operation, 
their expectation of future 
prices, and their market oppor- 
tunities, says Thomas.

The Multiple Perl Crop In- 
surance (MCPI) program will 
be fully funded for 1991 although 
the initial proposal in the 1990 
Farm Bill called for its elimina- 
tion. 

Reinsurance for MCPI 
policies sold by private in- 
surance companies is also fully 
funded. Private insurance com- 
panies will be allowed to 


develop new, innovative crop 
insurance policies to supple- 
ment MCPI 

Higher levels of yield and 
price protection as well as addi- 
tional peril coverage are some 
of the new policies being dis- 
cussed. 

Some of these policies may be 
available for spring 1991 crops 
in Maryland, and different in- 
surance companies are likely to 
have different coverages avail- 
able. Farmers need to check 
with their local insurance 


Tips For Choosing Best Vegetable Varieties 


There's more to choosing which vegetable variety to plant 
than @ pretty picture on a seed packet, says Dave Tatnall, 
po of Delaware Cooperative Extension horticultural 
agent. 

Choosing seeds and plants thoughtfully can mean the 
difference between success and failure this growing season, he 
Says. 

For each variety, consider the following points: specific use, 
growth habit and mature size, vigor and yield, adaptability, and 
disease and insect resistance. 

*Specific use. Some varieties are best for immediate use, 
while others may be ideal for freezing or canning. Some keep well 
in storage and others are fine for all of these purposes. 

Growth habit and mature size. If garden space is limited, 
look for space-saving vegetable varieties. Each year new ones 
are introduced, including compact forms of squash, cucumber, 
cantaloupe and watermelon. 

Vigor and yield. These qualities partly depend on soil 
fertility, available water and other growing conditions. However, 
when selecting varieties, it often pays to buy hybrids. These are 
plants that have been developed for specific charactenstics, 
including improved quality and higher yield. 

«Adaptability. How well a vegetable variety grows ina given 
locality is basic to wise selection. In part, this involves general 
climatic conditions, including length of growing season. Much of 
this information is found in seed catalogs and on the packet. 
However, a garden's own growing conditions can affect plant 
performance, such as soil depth and texture and exposure to sun 
and wind. 

*Disease resistance. Select disease-resistant varieties 
whenever possible. This is especially important for vegetables 
such as tomatoes, cucumbers and cantaloupes that are subject to 
wilts, mildews and viruses. 

Insect and other pest resistance. Plant breeders have made 
some progress in selecting stock for resistance. One example is 
nematode-resistant tomatoes. However, to avoid being bothered 
by bugs, select types of vegetables that seem naturally less 
attractive to pests, such as carrots, lettuce, Swiss chard and 
butternut squash. To avoid those vegetables known to attract 
bugs, do not plant corn, cabbage, beans and certain squashes 

Selecting the right varieties for the garden may not 
guarantee success, Tatnall says, but it can pay dividends far 
beyond your original investment in seeds and plants.

For Maryland and surround- 
ing states, the 1981 insurable 
price levels will range from 
$1.70 to $2.30 for corn; $5 to $5.50 
for soybeans; $2.40 to $3 for 
wheat; $1.65 to $1.15 for grain 
sorghum; $1.40 to $2.20 for 
barley; $1.15 to $1.32 for oats 
and $1.40 to $2.07 for rye.

Farmers need to check with 
insurance agents about the cur- 
rent rates and other provisions 
of the MCPI. 

The Federal Crop Insurance 
Corporation has also announced 
plans to work more closely with 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service to 
make crop insurance infor- 
mation more readily available 
to farmers.

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Biopesticides Expected To 
Experience Growth In 1990s 


Biopesticide use among 
American farmers should 
experience significant growth 
in the 10908 as a viable pest 
control alternative to chemical 
pesticides, according to Novo 
Nordisk Plant Protection Divis- 
ion executive Joseph Fordham. 
Speaking at a conference in 
Washington, D.C., sponsored by 
American Farmland Trust, 
Fordham cited improved pest 
control effectiveness and con- 
sumer concern over food safety 
as reasons why farmers are in- 
creasing their use of biopesti- 
cides. 

“Over the past decade, more 
and more biopesticides have 
emerged from the laboratory as 
effective, environmentally safe 
alternatives to conventional 
chemical insecticides," said 
Fordham. ‘‘We are confident 
that biopesticides will become a 
staple in crop production for the 
American farmer. 

‘Today's farmer is more 
receptive to new innovations 
derived through biotechnology 
and, consequently, biopesti- 
cides are gaining greater 
acceptance as a way to simul- 
taneously eliminate pests and 
reduce environmentally harm- 
ful pesticide use,’ said Ford- 
ham. 

Fordham’s remarks were 
made during a panel presenta- 
tion at the ‘Saving the land 
That Feeds America: Conser- 
vation in the Nineties’’ con- 
ference sponsored by the 
American Farmland Trust. He 
explained that biopesticides are 
naturally produced organisms 
used to combat harmful insects 
and, unlike many conventional 
chemical pesticides, are insect 
specific, nontoxic to the 
environment and are harmless 
to wildlife and humans. 

U.S. sales of biopesticides, 
currently at approximately $1 
billion annually, have been 
growing by as much as 30 per- 
cent per year as compared with 
a modest one percent annual 
sales increase of chemical 
pesticides. 

Fordham went on to say, how- 
ever, that biopesticides are 
most effective when used in 
conjunction with chemical 
pesticides as part of an Inte- 
grated Pest Management 
(1PM) program. “At this point, 
biopesticides are often used to 
complement existing chemical 
products,” said Fordham. 

Agrichemical companies are 
also recognizing the importance 
of biopesticides. For example, 
DuPont, the nation’s largest 
producer of farm chemicals, 
last year began marketing its 
first biological pesticide, Biobit, 
under marketing agreements 
with Novo Nordisk’s Plant 
Protection Division. Biobit 
formulations, produced by 
Novo Nordisk, are used 
primarily for high volume 
applications to control cater- 
pillars on vegetables, field 
grapes, fruit trees, alfalfa and 
cotton. 

From a consumer perspec- 
tive, biopesticides are viewed 
as a way of reducing the 
amount of chemicals in the 
environment. In fact, a recent 
survey commissioned by Novo 
Nordisk A/S and its biopesticide 
research and development sub- 
sidiary, Entotech, Inc., found 
that nearly nine of 10 people (89 
percent) are troubled about the 
use of pesticides. The high level 
of concern may be attributed to 
the fact that consumers are be- 
coming more aware of the food 
they eat.

Better Pesticide 
Records Esential 
With Farm Bill 


The 1990 Farm Bill requires 
that all farmers keep infor- 
mation and records on 
restricted pesticide use. As the 
spring season gets into full 
swing, this is the time to set up 


The Farm Bill mandates that 
certified applicators must now 
maintain records comparable 
to commercial applicators. 
Commercial applicators must 
also now provide a copy of the 
same record to the farmer 
within 30 days of application. 

Farmers will be required to 
maintain these records for two 
years and make them available 
to appropriate state and federal 
officials, Lovejoy says. The law 
prescribes stiff penalties for 
failure to keep such records or 
failure to produce them. First 
violation is a $500 fine and not 
less than $1,000 for each sub- 
sequent offense. 

Basic information that 
farmers will need include site of 
application, name and certi- 
fication number of applicator, 
date of application (month, day, 
year), type of plants or crop or 
animals treated and principal 
pests controlled, acreage or 
area or number. of 


forms that can be used since 
official USDA forms have not 
been issued yet. 

While some farmers may 
view this recordkeeping as an 
additional burden, Lovejoy says 
in reality, it’s only another tool 
of good management because it 
lets farmers know what, when 
and where restricted use pesti- 
cides have been utilized and it 
also shows the non-farm public 
that farmers are serious about 
watching chemical use

Alfalfa Weevil 

As the weather warms up you should be scouting your fields 
for the Alfalfa Weevil. Last fall and the winter weather was very 
favorable for weevil survival and development, particularly the 
late fall which allowed females to lay more than normal of over- 
wintering eggs. The general rule is to treat the field when 50 per- 
cent or more of the tips show weevil feeding injury before full bud 
stage. If you would like to have more precise information for 
sampling from the economic threshold method, give me a call.

Emphasized In 
90 Farm Bill 


Forestry programs got a 
poost in the 1990 farm bill Fur 
the first time. a package of pro- 
vrais was set up to help furest 
landowners manaye their wood 
resources for the entire five 
years of the law 

Thus 1s the first tinue there's 
really been a forestry title in the 
farm bill,” says Donald Floyd, 
forest policy specialist at Ohio 
State University “There have 
been programs before, but 
never aset plan over time That 
indicates to me that from now 
on there's going to be a contin- 
uous review and update of 
forestry legislation tied into the 
farm bill.” 

The new plan reiterates the 
recent environmental emphasis 
of farm legislation, Floyd says 
Past forest legislation has 
focused on timber manage- 
ment. The new measures 
emphasize multiple use of 
forest lands, including 
aesthetic, recreational and 
presery ational uses. 

The new law allocates funds 
for forestry-related programs 
over the next five years. Much 
of the program focuses on 
private landowners since they 

ontrol the bulk of the nation’s 
furests The aim is to promote 
ultiple use< of forest land to 
ensure long-term production of 
lumber as well as the environ- 
mental benefits of healthy 
forests, Floyd says 

Until now most federal pro- 
xrams have concentrated on 
wood products,” he says. ° Now 
we ve got a broader, multiple- 
use onentation This broadens 
the focus in temns of providing 
multiple-use management 
information and expertise to 
private landowners. More can 
be dune to help with watershed 
problems. wildlife or recrea- 
tlonal possibilities 

Mast significant amoung the 
new plans is an urban forestry 
program. Floyd says. The US 
Department of Agnculture can 
apropriate $30 million a year 
through 1995 for this program 
alone States will evaluate their 
needs for forestry education, re- 
search and tree planting pro 
“rams in urban areas and use 


funds accordingly. he says 

Trees have several benefits in 
urban areas In addition to their 
aesthetic value. they serve as 
sound barnmers and help reduce 
heating and cooling costs. Tree 
planting programs have also 
been successful in helping 
improve community pride in 
the inner cities of Atlanta and 
Los Angetes. Floyd says

tumber uf cities have used tree

t Spreading Lime 


Annually May Not Be Necessary 


Farmers don't have to spread 
lune every year to keep certain 
soils healthy for corm, accord- 
Ing to an Ohio State University 
study 

The finding could help 
farmers cut fuel consumption 
and machinery use, says Paul 
Sutton, agronomist at the 
university's Oho Agricultural 
Research and Development 
Center at Wooster 

Yields in continuous no-till 
com could benefit as well. 
Sutton says 

Sutton sought to determine if 
the split applications of lime — 
smaller amounts spread every 
year or larger amounts spread 
every two or four years — 
would raise soil pH equally and 
Produce comparable yields in 
continuous no-till com 

He found ‘no sigmficant dif- 
ference’ between applying 500 
pounds of lime per acre every 
year, 1,000 per acre every two 

years, or 2,000 pounds per acre 
every four years. All three 
treatments kept the surface soil 
pH at suitable levels, Sutton 
says. That means corn growers 
could spread lime just once 
ever) four years and still reap 
good harvests. he says. 

Fewer lime applications 
would save a grower time and 
money."’ he says. “You have to 
put a tractor and spreader in 
the field (to spread lime), or 
you have to hire someone to do 
it for you. Either way, it’s just 
another step in the operation 
that costs you" 

Sutton recommends farmers 
have soil tested before spread- 
ing lime at any frequency. The 
results will show the amount of 
lime needed per acre to reach 
a desired pH: applying too 
much of too little lime could be

avoided, he says. 

Sutton’s study found no dif- 
ference between calcitic and 
dolomitic lime in terms of 
ability to raise soil pH or main- 
tain yields. The form a farmer 
uses should hinge on the recom- 
mendations of the soil test, the 
avilability of the form, and its 
cost, Sutton says. 

The eight-year test was held 
at the research center's Wagner 
farm at Wooster. The soil at the 
site is Ravenna silt loam, which 
consists of deep, poorly drained 
soils that were formed in glacial 
till on uplands

Department Of Agriculture Readies 


Plan To Combat Mexiean Bean Beetle 


The mild winter of 1990-91 
could mean a large outbreak of 
Mexican bean beetles this 
spring. according to maryland 
Secretary of Agnculture Wayne 
A. Cawley, Jr 

“Farmers need to be ready to 
deal with this major pest of soy- 
beans and snap beans,” said 
Cawley 

Mexican bean beetles are 
expected to be particularly bad 
on the Eastern Shore in portions 
of Worcester, Wicomico, and 
Somerset counties and in south- 
em Maryland in portions of St 
Mary's, Pmnce George's and 
Calvert counties. 


“The most effective way to 
combat these beetles is by 
releasing large numbers of a 
specific parasitic wasp,"’ said 
Stephen Malan, an entomologist 
in the department's Plant 
Protection Section. 

‘These tiny wasps pose no 
threat to humans or livestock 
They effect only the larval 
stage of the Mexican bean 
beetle,” Malan said. 


This spring, Maryland 


department of Agriculture 
personnel will not be able to 
plant and monitor snall ‘nurse 
plots’’ of snap beans or soy- 
beans that are needed to pro- 
vide an early release site for the 
wasps. Farmers who wish to 
participate in the program are 
encouraged to install their own 
‘nurse plots’’ with seed pro- 
vided by the department. 

“Maryland Department of 
Agriculture staff will coordin- 
ate the timing and the release of 
the wasps. Farmers who install 
nurse plots’ will be given first 
pmonity in receiving wasps. All 
other requests for wasps will be 
handled on a first come-first 
served basis,” said Malan 

Farmers wishing to partici- 
pate in the program should con- 
tact their County Extension 
Agent as soon as possible. For

Determining 
A Fair Rent 
For Pasture 


Strong beef cattle prices have 
created a strong interest in 
renting pastures for summer 
grazing. But many Maryland 
beef producers are wondering 
how do you determine a fair and 
reasonable rent for both land- 
lord and tenant? 

Because little pastureland is 
rented, rental rates are often 
not available or they are 
incomplete and sketchy at best, 
suggests Purdue Extension ag 
economist David Petnitz. 

Pastures also vary widely in 
quality and rental agreements 
may also use differing bases for 
the rental payment. 

‘Consequently, pasture 
rental rates may vary widely 
within a locale, yet still be 
acceptable to both landlord and 
tenant,”’ Petntz said 

As a general guideline from 
which to begin, Petntz offers 
the following suggestions 

The rental rate per cow per 
month has generally been equal 
to 2.2 times the price of a bushel 
of corn. 

The rental rate per cow 
monththas generally been equal 
to the price of hay per ton 
divided by a factor of 8.5. 

*The rental rate per cow per 
month has generally been equal 
to the price of fed cattle divided 
by a factor of 11. 


USDA ‘Applies 
For Patent On 
Soybean Ink 


The first newspaper printing 
ink made with 100-percent soy- 
bean oil is closer to reality 
USDA AG Secretary Fdward 
Madigan has announced that 
USDA chemists have developed 
a 100-percent soybean oil based 
pnnting ink that will soon be 
available for commercial use 

The new ink is completely 
compatible with the newspaper 
printing process, Madigan said. 

The American Newspaper 
Publishers Association began 
working on soy ink formulations 
in the early 1980s. But while 
these were up to 30 percent soy- 
bean oil, the remaining 70 per- 
cent still came from petroleum- 
based products and other 
ingredients. 

The USDA has applied for a 
patent on the process of making 
the 100-percent soy ot] ink The 
Flint Ink company of Ann 
Arbor, Mich., has begun testing 
the USDA formulation and com- 
panng ths with conventional 
printing inks 

If all newspaper ink were 
made from soy oil, it would use 
the oil from about # millon 
bushels of soybeans 

Soy ink is more resistant to 
tuboff than conventional inks 
And the USDA's soy ink cost 
could be lower than that of 
traditional newspaper inks 
since the soy ink is easier to 
clean up and handle 

The USDA Is now working on 
developing a soy ink that can be 
used for glossy magazine 
paper The March 1991 issue of 
the Agricultural Research 
Service's monthly magazine, 

Agricultural Research.’ was 
printed using a 30 percent soy- 
bean oil ink 

Seven states have already 
passed legislation that requires 
state-funded printing jobs to use 
soybean ink These include 
Ilhnois, lowa, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Ohio, South Dakota. 
South Carolina and Wisronan 


Rental rates per acre for the 
grazing season can be determ- 
ined from these per cow, per 
month estimates,’ Petntz said. 

Multiply the number of 
months in the grazing season by 
the per-cow estimates. Then 
divide this value by the number 
of acres of pastureland needed 
to carry a cow during the graz- 
Ing season.” 

Another guideline for pasture 


rental rates is annual rental 
rates. Annual rental rates per 
acre generally average be- 
tween five percent and 7.4 per- 
cent of the sale value of im- 
proved, nonrotational pasture- 
land. 

The per cow, per month 
rental rates vary widely. The 
most frequent rate reported is 
15 per cow per month.

profit potential from using the 
pasture, figure the feed and 
medication costs, plus labor 
and possibly travel expenses, 
against the expected return for 
the cattle when they are sold in 
the fall 

On the other side, landlords 
will want to recover some 
return toward the costs of pas- 
ture ownership. The cost of 
fertilizer, fence repair and 
maintenance of water supply, 
however, might be bore by 
either the landlord or the 
tenant. The amount of rent 
should reflect these costs, 
Petntz said. 

Both parties should also take 
steps to reach an agreement 
that is acceptable to everyone. 
Once such an agreement is 
reached, then a document 
should be wniten listing all 
points. The lease should specify 
rental rates. stocking rates, 
responsibilities for strays and 
the calling of a vet. 

Both parties should check 
with their respective insurance 
agents about liability in- 
surance.

Complaints On 
Blasting To Be 
Handled By FM 


The Office of the State 
Fire Marshal hasannounced 
thatall complaintsand ques- 
tions regarding blasting be 
directed to his Headquarters 
office in Pikesville. Having 
one contact point for blast- 
ing complaints and inquir- 
ies comes as a result of ef- 
forts by the firemarshal and 
the Department of Natural 
Resources to improve re- 
sponse to blasting com- 
plaints. 

The fire marshal and the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources both have responsi- 
bilities in the use of explo- 
sive. However, since the of- 
fice of the fire marshal isthe 
licensing agency forthe han- 
dling and use of explosives, 
the agency will serve as the 
primary point of contact to 
respond to complaints of 
ground vibration, air blast, 
and fly rock. 

Explosives are used in 
quarry operations and in

Scientists Study 
Rock Vole In 
Garrett County 


State scientists are study- 
ing a secretive rodent only 
recently observed in Garrett 
County. The rock vole, 
microtus chrotorrhinus, is 
one of the least-observed ro- 
dents in the United States. 
The species was first discov- 
ered to inhabit Maryland in 
1987. 

Thetiny animal hasbeen 
in this geographical area for 
thousandsof years, but since 
it lives deep in rock crevices, 
its habits have also been vir- 
tually unknown until re- 
cently. The rock vole is cur- 
rently protected as an En- 
dangeredSpeciesin theState 
of Maryland. 

The rock vole prefers 
cool, rocky habitats such as 
forested boulder fields or, 
areas ofaccumulated rubble 
below cliffs, known as break- 
downs. The animal prefers 
sites with water under or 
nhear moss-covered rocks.

Volunteers Removing Dead And 
Dying Trees From State Park 


Maryland’s budgetary 
woes continue to escalate and 
once again a Maryland state 
park - DeepCreek Lake - has 
no place to turn for help but 
to volunteers to take down 
dead and dying trees that 
forced the closing this month 
of the park’s day use areas. 
Affected by the closing are 
the park’s ball fields, shel- 
ters, and picnic and beach 
areas along one of the most 
picturesque sections of Deep 
Creek Lake. 

Members of the Maryland 
Forests Association have 
tackled the monumental job 
of felling over 225 dead and 
dying trees, marking the first 
time ever volunteers have 
been called in to perform 
high-risk tree work in a state 
park. Called a ‘destination 
park,” Deep Creek Lake State 
Park attracts some 140,000 
visitors a year. 

The tree problem was first 
aired at public meeting April 
7 when park officials said 
there was no state funding 
to pay for the removal of the 
trees deemed “extremely 
dangerous to people using 
the park’s high use areas,” 
and lamented having to 
curtail park usage until the

However, the Maryland 
Forests Association, which 
had eight members and the 
largest group at the meet- 
ing, suggested a tree plan 
that would have its mem- 
bers volunteer to actually 
take down the dangerous 
trees while other groups like 
the Sierra Club, also repre- 
sented at the meeting, might 
help in the clean-up effort. 

“We want to see Deep 
Creek Lake State Park fully 
re-open as soon as possible,” 
ssid MFA vice president John 
Forman and Marshall Stacy, 
coordinator of the tree re- 
moval project. “And in the 
process, we'd also like to 
advise the park and the state 
at large in developing better 
tree management plans for 
high use areas like this one 
at Deep Creek.” 

Active throughout the 
state, MFA supports mul- 
tiple-use management of 
state forest resources with 
active citizens’ participation 
in the process. 

A combination of factors, 
including gypsy moth and 
looper damage and com- 
pacted soil conditions around 
the Deep Creek Lake State 
Park trees, triggered their 
demise, explained park 
manager James Wilburn,

Garrett County Airport To Receive 
$1 Million To Improve Runway 


Rep. Beverly Byron (D- 
Md) said this week that 
Garrett County Airport had 
been awarded a $1 million 
grant in discretionary funds 
by the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration for runway 
improvements that will in- 
clude a 500-foot runway ex- 
tension as part of the first 
phase of renovations. 


A $4 million expansion 
plan devised by the county 
will improve the airport’s 
taxiways and aprons. The 
plan also calls for the run- 
way to be extended first to 
3,000 feet and then add an- 
other 1,000 feet in order to 
accommodatecommuter air- 
craft. 


Byron, who was inatru- 
mental in 1989 in securing 
federal funds needed to ac- 
celerate the completion of a 
master plan for airport im- 
provements, said the grant 
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is just another example of 
what can be accomplished 
when a congresaional del- 
egation works together. 

“I worked very closely 
with our senators on this. 
We were persuaded that 
these airport improvements 
were absolutely critical to 
further develop Garrett 
County's tourism poten- 
tial,” she said. “If we are 
going to tell people to come 
to Garrett County to see for 
themselves what a beautiful 
place it is, then we have to 
make it easy and safe for 
them to get there. Making 
im provernentatothe airport 
is one way to do that.”

Sentence Imposed On Germantown Man 
Found Guilty On Two Drug Charges 


In Garrett County Dis- 
trict Court proceedings last 
week a sentence was imposed 
on a Germantown man who 
had been found guilty of 
possession of a controlled 
dangerous substance(CDS) 
and possession of CDS para- 
phernalia. 

Randal D. Christopher, 
28, had been found guilty of 
those charges by Judge Jack 
R. Turney in December of 
last year. On the drug pos- 
session charge, Christopher 
was handed a 90-day jail term 
(all but 48 hours was sus- 
pended), ordered to pay a 
$50 fine, and placed on six 
months of unsupervised 
probation. He was fined $50 
for the drug paraphernalia 
possession charge. 

Christopher had been 
charged on September 1, 
1990, after being stopped for 
speeding on U.S. Route 48 
by the Maryland State Po- 
lice. During the stop, the 
police officer noted a brass 
Pipe in the ash tray of the 
vehicle. When searching the 
vehicle the officer found other 
suspected marijuana and 
drug paraphernalia. Some of 
the items were found in a 
jacket belonging to a pas- 
senger in the vehicle Both 
were subsequently charged. 

At a sentence revision 
hearing last week, Diane 
Delaney, 27, Frostburg, was 
given probation before judg- 
ment after initially being 
found guilty of CDS posses- 
sion and CDS parapherna- 
lia possession last Novem- 
ber and sentenced to 30 days 
in jail (all but 48 hours was 
suspended), fined $100, and 
placed on six months of 
unsupervised probation. A 
$50 fine for the parapherna- 
lia charge was waived at the 
first sentencing. 

Delaney had been charged 
on June 2, 1990, by the 
Maryland State Police atthe 
Stonehenge Bar on USS.

Maryland WRA Director Gives Press 
Nontidal Wetland Permitting Update 


“Start With Us!"’ That is the 
slogan being used by the Mary- 
land Water Resources Adminis- 
tration (WRA) directed to those 
who wish to perform work that 
may impact on nontidal wet- 
lands or that may require 
permits from the WRA or any of 
several federal and state regu- 
latory agencies. 

The slogan was introduced at 
a press conference held Friday 
at the division’s Western Mary- 
land Non-Tidal Wetlands Office 
in Frostburg by Catherine 
Pieper Stevenson, director of 
the Water Resources Adminis- 
tration of the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 

Stevenson was on hand for the 
opening of the temporary office 
in the former Hill Street School. 
This location also includes 
offices of the Maryland Bureau 
of Mines, a separate division of 
WRA. Both offices are expected 
to move into the renovated 
Frostburg Armory later this 
year. 

The Western Maryland office 
in Frostburg has three full-time 
staff members for permit 

review and enforcement, and is 
responsible for nontidal wet- 
lands enforcement under Mary- 
land law in Allegany, Garrett, 
Washington and Frederick 
counties. 

“Our goal is to better serve 
those who have to use the regu- 
latory process,’’ Stevenson 
said, ‘‘and to do this, we're try- 
ing to coordinate the permitting 
process with the Army Corps of 
Engineers.” 

Sean McKewen, Western 
Maryland WRA Office super- 
visor, said his office will act as 
a ‘‘go-between"’ for permit 
applicants and other agencies 
such as the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers and the Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment 


VI a, eh \ 
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(MDE). ‘We're using a joint 
application which we send to 
the central office. This will 
speed up the process more than 
in years gone by."’ He specified 
that when a single source for an 
application cannot be used, his 
office will explain that to the 
applicant as well. He also noted 
that a statewide toll-free num- 
ber (1-800-876-0200) is available 
to track the permitting process, 
and allows applicants to learn 
the status of their permit as it is 
reviewed by the various 
agencies. 

Stevenson said that 63 permit 
applications have been sub- 
mitted since January 1, and half 
of those applications have been 
for projects that are exempt 
from wetland regulations. ‘‘We 
want people to call us early 
when theyte considering a proj- 
ect,”’ she said. “We have maps 
and brochures, information 
sheets and field guides. We are 
eager to help people get in- 
volved in the process, and to 
make it easier for them.” 

“With the use of a single 
application,”” she continued, 

the applicant gets to all 
divisions at once. They may be 
told there are no wetlands on 
their property. We're thrilled 
when that’s the case. In all 
cases, we will advise if a permit 
is needed or not — before 
enforcement is needed." 

Stevenson added that most 
projects so far have involved 
streambed work, and said that 
those stream crossings 
intended for cattle require a 
farm plan from the Soil Conser- 
vation District. 

There are approximately 
775,000 acres of vegetated non- 
tidal wetlands in Maryland, 
compnising 4.3 percent of the 
state's land mass. This figure 
does not include land now 
classified as nontidal wetlands 
that is currently being farmed. 

Nontidal wetlands have had 
federal protection under Sec. 
404 or the Clean Water Act since 
1977. Maryland law passed in 
1989 provides additional protec- 
tion and established a statewide 
program for conservation, 
enhancement, regulation, 
creation and monitoring of non- 
tidal wetlands. The goal is no 
net loss of nontidal wetland 
acreage and function. 

Most nontidal wetland 
projects that are granted 
permits require mitigation. 
Mitigation is the creation, 
restoration or enhancement of 
nontidal wetlands that were, or 
will be lost, due to regulated or 
agricultural activities. Ratios 
for replacement may be one-to- 
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one up to three-to-one. 
Stevenson said that replace- 
ment depends on the value of 
the wetland lost. For some 
activities, such as agriculture, 
best management practices 
(BMPs) factor into the ratio of 
mitigation. 

Stevenson explained that 
some activities are exempt 
from mitigation. Forestry 
activities are one example, in 
that forestry is the use of a 
renewable wetland resource. 
Projects that allow wetlands to 
function and maintain basic 
values don't require regulation, 
she said. 

Agricultural activities, she 
said, are exempt, that is, 
current agricultural activities. 
Any new agricultural con- 
version of wetlands requires 
permits and mitigation. A state- 
wide exemption for agriculture 
or development activities on 
nontidal wetlands having a 
cumulative loss of less than 
5,000 square feet of nontidal 
wetlands, and 25-foot buffer, 
containing no significant plant 





or wildlife value, does not apply 
in Garrett County where all 
streams are officially con 
sidered Class III water

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APRIL: A Time To Renew Our 
Commitment To The Children 


Every year, thousands of children in Maryland are abused 
and neglected, and nationwide it has become an epidemic. Last 
year, nearly 25,000 of Maryland's children were reported to have 
been abused or neglected. Yet, this figure takes into account only 
the reported incidents. It is difficult to determine how many times 
a child suffers maltreatment and no one intervenes to help. 

This year, as we again proclaim April as Child Abuse and 
Neglect Prevention Month, we must not only encourage people to 
report suspected maltreatment, we must resolve to focus our 
efforts toward prevention. While agencies in Maryland have in- 
creased initiatives to provide prevention programs throughout 
the state it is not enough. The tragedy of abuse and neglect 
compels us to reach out to the citizens of every community to 
assist us in preventing the damaging trauma inflicted upon many 
of our youngest and most vulnerable citizens. Each community 
must marshal its resources to educate and obtain support from 
the general public, local businesses, the professional community 
and local legislators to accept a role in child protection. 

Myths surrounding child maltreatment need to be dispelled 
and individuals must realize that when a child is abused or 
neglected, we all expenence the effects in some way. Child mal- 
treatment prevention is not just your neighbor's responsibility 
— it is yours as well. Each person can play a role in child mal- 

treatment prevention. Some specific ways of participating are to 
volunteer at a local community-based agency to answer a hotline 
or to serve as a parent aide to assist families at risk of abuse or 
neglect.

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covery, the financ:al picture for 
the next two years doesn't look 
any better. 

Last week I submitted to the 
General Assembly a supple- 
mental budyet of $48.3 million to 
help pay for badly needed 
people programs. For example, 
I proposed $9.7 million to help 
teduce the growing waiting list 
of developmentally disabled 
Marylanders seeking place- 
ments. 

I asked for $7.6 million to 
make sure that people who are 
truly in need continue to receive 
public assistance payments, 
and $2 million to move mentally 
disabled Marylanders out of 
institutions into community 
homes. There was a $1.9 million 
proposal to help keep at-risk 
students in school, and $15,000 
for radio reading services for 
the blind. Another $6.8 million 
would provide funding for our 
kidney dialysis treatment 
program. 

Not surpnsingly, some Legis- 
lative leaders said there wasn't 
enough time to consider the re- 
quest, that it came in “‘too 
late."" They accused me of play- 
ing a “public relations” trick by 
submitting the supplemental 
budget so close to the end of the 
session. They may think that by 
not considenng it they're hurt- 
ing me, but they're not. They're 
hurting people who are truly in 
pain, truly in need. 

How do you tell a develop- 
mentally disabled child from 
Frederick that we can't do any- 
thing to help him until next 
year” How can you explain to a 
Cumberland woman who needs 
kidney dialysis that we don’t 
have the money for basic 
medical care” And how do you 
tell a laid-off worker and single 
parent from Hagerstown that 
there isn't enough money to 
help put food on the table? 

A few of the same legislators 
don't believe how low the Trans- 
portation Trust Fund budget is 
nght now. They don't think 
we're telling the truth about the 
roads that won't be repaired or 
built because we just don’t have 
the money for it. And we really 
don't. They won't see how 
senous the situation is until it's 
too late 

Maybe you didn't know it, but 
road construction is vital for 
economic development. Why? 
Because road construction 
means jobs for contractors and 
their sub-contractors. And, be- 
cause new roads and a modern 
transportation system are two 
important factors that com- 
panies look at when deciding 
where to locate a new business 
or relocate an existing one. 

Why is it so important that I 
tell you this now? We still have 
one full week to go before the 
1991 General Assembly con- 
cludes, so there 1s still time for 
you to help. 1 know we don't 
always see eye to eye on every 
issue, but we have to put aside 
those differences today if we 
are to help the thousands of 
Western Maryland residents 
who desperately need it. 

Call your state elected offi- 
clals in Annapolis to express 
your concern and voice your 
support for these essential pro- 
grams. Talk to them about what 
YOU think is important for your 
community and your county 
There is still time to make a dif- 
ference if you act, but it must be 
today. For all of the residents of 
Western Maryland who need 
our help, tomorrow will be too

Tilting at Windmills

“How lovely life would be if every man could weave a 
dream to keep him from despair.’ So sings the kindly 
padre about his friend's affliction of fantasy, thus sum 
ming upthe story of Man of La Mancha, amusical in two 
acts by Dale Wasserman, which is being performed this 
weekend at Garrett Comniunity College under the direc. 
tion of Jane Avery and the musical direction of George 
McDowell. 

Imagine a dank, dark, gloomy dungeon, filled with 
prisoners awaiting ‘trial’ during the time of the Spanish 
Inquisition. Imagine a new prisoner who arrives on the 
scene, charged with heresy, the deadliest of all crimes. But 
this prisoner is different from all the others; he is Cervan- 
tes the poet. Cervantes is blessed with a special gift of 
vision and storytelling with which he entertains usall and 
eventually wins the favor of his formerly skeptical fellow 
prisoners. He tells the story of the Man of La Mancha, a 
simple man who fancies himself a shining knight, lover of 
ladies, servant of kings. 

The central role is played by local stage veteran Rich- 
ard Hill, who doesan admirable job of characterizing three 
people at once. His voice could stand to boom just a little 
more during the loud, proud, self-infatuated numbers 
when the great Don Quixote proclaims his virtue, but in 
the quieter moments when he is expressing his love for the 
damsel Dulcinea, Hill captures the essenceof the exquisite 
tenderness felt by all real knights toward their ladies. Don 
Quixote is a man who insists on believing that all men are 
just and all ladies fair. Hill’s portrayal of this is unswerv- 
ing. 

Pry lsthied! who, as one may guess, is really just a com- 
mon wench named Aldonaza, is characterized in this per- 
formance by Garrett County newcomer Karyn Seilhamer. 
She does an excellent job near the beginning of the play at 
carrying a tune while fending off the advances of seven 
lusty muleteers, although she and the orchestra seem to 
have a little trouble listening to each other. Still, we grow 
to love Seilhamer's Aldonza as we should, while we watch 
her grow noble in spite of herself 

Another very good performance is given by Nate Motz, 
who plays Sancho, Quixote’s faithful friend and servant. 
The best singing voice in the production, with the excep- 
tion of Tom Peterson, who plays the aforementioned 
padre, Motz adds humor with a light touch. Sancho is the 
one who sees reality through Don Quixote’s hallucina- 
tions, but he is kind enough not to point it out 

Other notable performances are by Peterson, Clint 
Hatfield as Dr. Carrasco, and Lowell Leitzel as the Inn- 
keeper 

As usual, set designer Ben Sincell has outdone himself. 
It’s almost worth the ticket price just to see the set alone. 
With its massive broken stone walls, chains and timbers, 
the set mocks the painful smallness of the space. The echo 
ofthe acoustics serves the production during the scenes in 
the dungeon, unintentionally adding an air of vast, dark, 
empty chambers. Unfortunately, not all the scenes take 
place in the dungeon. But then again, they do. Perhaps the 
echo was programmed into Sincell's design in order to 
remind us that this is all just a story being told within a 

prison cell. Nevertheless, I daresay there has never been 
such a creation of paint, foam, and two-by-fours on the 
little stage of GCC. Kudos, Ben! 

The play lasts about two hours and fifteen minutes, 
with a fifteen minute intermission. With the staggering 
number of 25 cast members, it moves very quickly with 
nary a dull moment. Bring the kids; you won't regret it.

To the Editor: 

The 1991 General Assembly 
session was one of the best ever 
for government reform. The fol- 
lowing bills are headed to Gov- 
etnor Schaefer: 

*HB 1047 establishes the first 
limit on political action com- 
mittee (PAC) contmbutions in 
Maryland history. A PAC will 
be limited to $6.000 per can- 
didate per four-year election 
cycle. An individual may con- 
tnbute up to $4,000 to a candi- 
date and up to $10,000 to all 
candidates combined during an 
election cycle. Political com- 
mittees will be required to 
adopt names that reflect their 
true identity 

eHB 1049 prohibits lobbyists 
from raising funds for General 
Assembly members or candi- 
dates, or serving as an officer 
or finance committee member 
of a committee supporting a 
General Assembly candidate. 
SB 695 prohibits lobbyists from 
controlling a PAC. 

*HB 254 prohibits state offi- 
cials from lobbying their 
former agency for compensa- 
tion for one year on matters 
that were under their jurisdic- 
tion within a year prior to their 
departure 

*SB 170 plugs several loop- 
holes in Maryland's porous 
Open Meetings Law. Advisory 
commussions, such as Linowes 
and 2020, will have to meet in 
public. Officials will no longer 
be permitted to close meetings 
for an ‘exceptional reason."’ An 
Open Meetings Compliance 
Board will render advisory 
opinions about closed meetings. 

The leadership that Senate 
President Mike Miller and 
House Speaker Clayton Mitchell 


provided was essential to the 
passage of the campaign

Charter Home Rule Update 

Note: The following information was presented at a 
meeting of the Deep Creek Lake Property Owners’ Asso- 
ciation meeting by Frances D. Acton, member ofthe League 
of Women Voters of Garrett County. 

Under the present government in Garrett County, the 
citizen is insulated between his vote and the laws that are 
his local concern by two layers of divided responsibility -- 
his county commissioners and the county’s legislative 


representation. 


Charter home rule would transfer this power to local 
self government to enact local laws relating to the county 
alone in the areas where the county is empowered to act. 
This same form of government would also include the 
power to repeal or amend laws previously enacted by the 


General Assembly. 


The elected council would establish programs and

policies, enact laws, and prepare the budget. Costs of this 
type of government would involve legal fees, secretarial 
expenses, publication, advertizing, and annual compila- 
tion of laws. There arediffering opinions regarding cost. A 
published document on this subject stated ‘‘according to 
analysis, it cannot be proven that a charter directly cuts or 
increases the cost of government.” 

The League of Women Voters reached a consensus in 
favor of charter home rule in 1986, at which time the 
county officials were not responsive, and there was insuf- 
ficient manpower to secure the necessary signatures. 

The proposal was revived this year and the required 
600 signatures have been validated by the Garrett County 
Board of Elections. The county commissioners have now 
appointed a nine-member board to write the charter. 
Other names may be submitted for the board but must be 
backed by at least three percent of the registered voters. 
The Board of Elections would then call a special election, 
and all the names would he listed in alphabetical order on 
the ballot. The commission will then have one year to 
prepare a charter which would be voted on in the 1992

process, Stevenson replied that 
two tirne deadlines apply. First 
is a 45-day period for the 
Central Processing Office to 
respond, telling the applicant if 
the application is complete, and 
if the wetland boundary is cor- 
rect. When responding, the 
Office will give the applicant 
information on any other 
agency involved in the review. 

“Also, we will send only one 
Person (state or federal) to a 
site," Stevenson said. ‘‘The 
Army Corps of Engineers has 
agreed to this 45-day deadline, 
and that's remarkable,” she 
said, adding that no other state 
has coordinated this type of 
time frame with the Corps. 

The second time frame 
involves permit decisions. At 
this time the project goes to 
public notice. If a public hear- 
ing is requested, it must be held 
within 45 days of the expiration 
date specified on the public 
notice. The Department of 
Natural Resources must make 
the decision to grant, deny, or 
condition the permit within 60 
days of the first time frame — a 
determination that the pernut 
application is complete — or 
within 45 days of a public hear- 
ing, if one is held. 

When asked how sinall a wet- 
land must be to be exempt — 10 
by 10 feet, five by five feet — 
and if any project such as a 
public health facility or hospital 
would be exempt, Stevenson 
said there are no exemptions 
because of size, in that respect. 
“We're talking about the 
accumulative impact of many 
small projects,"’ she said. 
‘Because public interest is 
being considered, these proj- 
ects will be permitted under the 
conditions that any lost area of 
wetlands, whatever its size, be 
made up through mitigation. 
These areas have more value 
than we once thought they did. 
This program is very far 
reaching with a very different 
goal than in the past. 

“In our role as resource 
managers, the program allows 
us to look at an entire water- 
shed, and to work with the coun- 
ties. The nontidal wetlands law 
in Maryland can dovetail with 
county planning. Looking at 
projects within an entire water- 
shed makes this law 
productive,’’ Stevenson said. 

She concluded by saying that 
the federal government can't do 
it by themselves. ‘They need 
states to get involved in wetland 
protection and regulation, and 
Maryland is in the forefront.’ 
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League Launches 
"Motor-Voter" 
Petition Drive 


The league of Women Voters 
of Garrett County will kick off a 
national petition drive in sup- 
port of voter registration re- 
form during the month of May 
The petitions urge Congress and 
the president to pass the Na- 
tional Voter Registration Act, 
legislation that will create 
simple systems for registering 
to vote nationwide. The petition 
drive is part of Take Back the 
System, the League’s campaign 
to restore integrity to cam- 
Paigns and elections and to 
Inspire all eligible Americans to 
get informed, get registered, 
and vote in the 1992 elections. 

‘Voter registration reform is 
crucial to higher turnouts on 
election day,” said Constance 
E. Margison, current League 
president. ‘‘Millions of Ameri- 
cans don't vote because it is 
difficult to register. The 
National Voter Registration Act 
will bring those voters back into 
the system. It is the first step to 
increasing participation in our 
democracy.” 

The National Voter Registra- 
tion Act, nicknamed the 
**motor-voter’’ bill, will reform 
a hodgepodge of state voter 
registration laws with simple, 
convenient, and efficient sys- 
tems nationwide. The motor- 
voter provision enables people 
to apply to register to vote as 
they renew, apply for, or 
change address on a driver's 
license or non-driver's ID. 
Motor-voter will reach up to 
90% of eligible voters. The legis- 
lation will ensure non-drivers 
equal access to voter regis- 
tration facilities through regis- 
tration by mail and at desig- 
nated government agencies. 

According to a NY 
Times/CBS poll after the 1988 
presidential election, non- 
voters cited restrictive regis 
tration requirements as the 
most significant cause for 
failure to vote. In past presi- 
dential elections, 80 to 90 per- 
cent of those who were regis- 
tered did vote. 

In Garrett County, citizens 
may call their election board at 
334-1962 and a tri-form will be 
mailed to them, or a card may 
be picked up at all state 
agencies (health department, 
social services, or DMV, for 
example). Local Leaguers will 
be circulating the petitions 
throughout the county and 
interested citizens may call the 
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local league at 334-1108 to 
obtain a petition of their own 

Registration barriers include 
required oaths or notarization, 
limited hours and locations, and 
other obstacles that make it 
difficult or impossible for some 
Americans to register to vote. 

The National Voter Regis. 
tration Act was introduced 
early in this congressional ses- 
sion by Senators Wendell Ford 
(D-KY) and Mark O. Hatfield 
(R-OR). It has already picked 
up considerable support, 
according to Ms. Margison. 
State League leaders from 
across the country will deliver 
the petitions supporting motor- 
voter to Congress in Wash- 
ington this June.

ers, studenta--somebody--in 
order to get what he wants, 
and, personally, I don’t want 
to fight with him... the 
commissioners and the 
school board don't need this 
bickering back and forth.” 

Commissioner Elwood 
Groves said he was displeased 
with what he perceived as 
Ryscavage's attempt to “hold 
the teachers and other per- 
sonnel as hostages in the 
budgetary process.” 

“The authority to make 
those categorical designa- 
tions lies with this board, 
not with the board of educa- 
tion,” Groves stated.

Continued from Page A-1 
public laws, acts, ordinances 
and resolutions -- and which, 
according to Hinebaugh, has 
not been officially updated 
since its publication in 1985. 

Hinebaugh stated that he 

had confirmed with the Ruth 
Enlow Library that the book 
had not been updated since 
its publication but a call to 
Legislative Reference in 
Annapolia revealed that 
many changes had been made 
thet had not been reflected 
in the publication. 

Hinebaugh reported that 
he had sent a letter to the 
commissioners explaining 
that if the code were not 
updated, it was of no value 
tothecounty. He stated that 
he hed discovered 15 chenges 
in county law in the first 
section of the book and had 
requested, in the letter, that 
those amendments be in- 
cluded in the book. 

In reply to his letter, 
Hinebaugh said, “I received 
what appears to be copies of 
House Bills on the cited 
changes, two of which were 
incomplete and the others 
most difficult to use to up- 
date the code.” He contin- 
ued, quoting from the com- 
missioners’ reply letter to 
him, which, according to him, 
ststed, ‘‘The last update of 
the county’code was in No- 
vember 1985, with only six 
volumes left of that publice- 
tion. Therefore, any update 
would be initiated within the 
next one to two years.” 

Hinebaugh interpreted 
this as meaning that a pe- 
riod ofi seven to eight yeers 
would elapse before the code 
would be updeted. 

He elso told the commis- 
sioners, “Your reply is 
contredictory to the code 
itself, which states that as 
new legislation is adopted, 
the code pages will be re- 
placed es soon as possible 
with supplementery pages 
that include the new mete- 
riel.

This rodent spends most of 
its time beneath the rocks, 
living among the numerous 
tunnels, crevices and homes 
provided by this type of habi- 
tat. 

Feeding on nuts, fruits, 
leaves, and twigs, the rock 
vole makes its nest of moss, 
dead leeves and fine roots. A 
yellowish nose and darker 
fur distinguish the rock vole 
from its cousin, the more 
common meadow vole. 

The rock vole is typically 
found in Canada and the 
northern United States. 
Since 1987, three popula- 
tionsofthespecieshave been 
found in Garrett County. It 
is believed that the Mary- 
land populations belong toa 
subspecies restricted to the 
southern Appalachians, and 
area vestige population from 
a colder geological period 
thousand of years ago. After

BUYING A BUSINESS 

There are many pros and cons to consider before 
buying an existing business instead of starting your own. 
Some of the advantages are; 

1. Reduced risk -- established customers, bankers, sup- 
pliers and employees, proven location, usable supplies and 
salable inventor, 

2. Potential for immediate salary and profits; 

3. Historical records from which to project planning 

Some of the potential downfalls of buying a business 
are, 

1. Price -- You may be paying to much for the business; 

2 Inheriting mistakes -- disgruntled employees, dissat- 
isfied customers, unpaid debts or even pending law suits, 
uncollectible accounts receivable, ineffective internal poli- 
cies and procedures, 

3. Obsolete equipment, buildings, inventory, 

4. Immediate need for management skills, 

5. The hidden reasons for selling. 

It should be said that a problem that the owner can't 
solve but you can is what is creating the opportunity. But 
still some detective work is advisable. Ask the customers, 
bankers, landlords, suppliers and employees what is going 
on with the business, and if they are willing to continue 
their relativnship with you as the new owner. Show the 
bookstoa CPA to ascertain what the profit potential is. As 
with a stock purchase, you must consider how much the 
business can pay you and whether the principal will grow. 
Minimally, the business should have a rate of return 
greater than an insured CD (although there may also be 
compensating “‘life-style” or ‘‘psychic”’ benefits). 

There are formulas to evaluate the market value of 
businesses (and we will be happy to send them to you), but 
they will give you only a very rough figure. A CPA can help 
you determine a more realistic value for the business, and 
as a businessperson can give you informed judgment on 
trends and competition in your area. Most of us need such 
non-emotional input, and this knowledge may also give 
you a much stronger bargaining position. 

If you decide to buy the business, you will need an 
attorney to cover such thingsasa “non-competition clause” 
and the eternal tax questions on methods and timing of 
payments. It may make sense to include an incentivetothe 
former owner to helpyou succeed. There will invariably be 
questions only he or shecan answer, even six months after 
the purchase. If your success is his success, your success is 
more likely.

The Department of Natural Resources, Forestry Divi- 
sion, would like to remind people that spring is tradition- 
ally a time of high forest fire danger in Maryland. In 1990 
more than 483 wildfires burned nearly 3,515 acres in the 
State. Many of these fires occurred in the spring, mostly on 
weekends and in the afternoons. Typically, spring is the 
time of the year when many property owners are conduct- 
Ing outdoor burning of leaves and other debris. In 1990 
debris burners caused 130 wildfires in Maryland. Debris 
burning in Garrett County accounted for five fires or 29 
percent of the wildfires in the county last year 

In order to prevent wildfires from occurring and caus- 
ing destruction to private homes and woodlands, the State 
of Maryland hasestablished open-air burning regulations. 
These regulations apply to activities in woodlands and 
within 200 feet of woodlands, or activities adjacent to or 
within an area where flammable materials that could 
ignite and carry fire to woodjands are located. These 
regulations are:

1) A natural or constructed fire break at least 10 feet 
wide must completely surround the material to be burned. 

2) Adequate personnel and equipment must be present 
to prevent the fire from escaping. 

3) At least one responsible person must remain at the 
burning location until the last spark is out. 

4) Permissible burning hours are between 5 p.m. and 1 
a.m. Daylight Saving Time. 

5) Open air burning prior to 5 p.m. (D.S.T.) requires a 
burning permit from D.N.R. and from the County Health 
Department. 

Open air burning of any type not in accordance with 
these regulations is subject to citations and fines ranging 
from $50 to $250. Ifyou are burning, beextremely cautious 
and be certain that the fire does not get out of control and 
spread into nearby grass and woods. The protection of our 
forest resource is vital to the continuation of forests for 
water quality protection, timber, wildlife habitat and rec- 


reation.

Background Scripture: 2 Conmihians 
19-01 

Devutionel Reading: Ephesians 4 
25-32 


Christianity has sometimes heen 
accused by critics of being ob essed 
with suffering. 1 will aknowledge 
that some cathedrals and churches 
have visited do seem rather morbid 
and some expressions of Christianity 
do tend to locus on the gloomy side 
of life. 

Actually, despite those exceptions, 
I believe the gospel of Jesus Christ ts 
much more about victory than it is 
about suffering. To be sure, it Is of- 
ten victory in spite of suffering or 
victory through sutfering. But the 
emphasis of the gospels, | believe, ts 
onthe vutory. 

Christianity deals with suffering, 
nol because it cherishes 1, bul be- 
cause suffering is part of everyone's 
hifetosome degree Noone ullimate- 
ly orentirely escapes this experience 
So Chastianily has traditionally dealt 
withthe question not of whether we 
shall suffer, hut how. There is some- 
thing distinctive about the Christian 
experience of sutfering. 

This ts whet Paul is concerned with 
in his second letter to the church at 
Cormnth, Apparently Paul has been 
insome affliction which is well known 
to his readers—although not to us 
He did not go seeking this trouble, 


but it came to him bes ause he remain: 
ed faithfulto his God given mission 
Yel, even though he didn't seek this 
afitiction, he learned something 
fromit 

T have never believed thal God 
sends us suflering so that we might 
grow iN grace, as some suRgest Neser 
theless, Pttunk that Gad can often use 
our experience of suffering to help 
us grow m love and fauh I know a 
man whose son has been in one men 
tal hospital of jail after another 
throughout almost all his fe. Idon’t 
beheve Gad caused this state of affairs 
so thal the man would grow in grace 
Bul, | do believe that God has been 
able to leach this man much in the 
midst of this painful experience so 
that he has been able to mister to 
others 

That's whal Paul is saying in his 
letter to Corinth, speaking of the 
“God who comforts us in all out 
affliction, so that we may be able to 
comfort with which we ourselves are 
comforted by God"' (1:4) One thing 
positive thal can come oul of our 
own suffering ts the experience of 
God's comfort, Paul says, “Why, we 
fell that wehad received the sentence 
of death; but thal was to make us rely: 
not on ourselves bul on God who 
raises thedead.""(1:9) 

So, wecan learn faith inthe midst 
of suffering Teshard de Chardin, 
the paleontologist-priest. expertenced 
this and wrote, ‘I knew witha unique 
experiential certainty that | would 
never again rely for support on any- 
thing save your own divine stability.”" 
Suffering can bring us face to face 
with God. And from the encounter 
with the living God we can move oul 
to bring comfort to others: Sutfering 
causes us pain, anxiety, despair, frus- 
tration, humiliation and much more 
Bul, by the grace of God, our lemons 
can beturnedinto lemonade.

In 1965, Hagman was 
launched to stardom in the 
comedy series | Dream of 
Jeanne.

Bambacus Speaks 
To GCC On 
Freedoms In U.S. 


Former Senator John 
Bambacus recently spoke to 
a group of Garrett Commu- 
nity College(GCC) students, 
faculty, and administrators 
on “First Amendment Free- 
doms: Rights and Responsi- 
bilities,” against the back- 
drop of a stage set to depict a 
dungeon during the time of 
the Spanish Inquisition. 

The irony of the setting 
was pointed out by 
Bambacus, who remarked 
that, although the United 
States is oneof the youngest 
nations in terms of age, it 
has the oldest living consti- 
tution of any nation in the 
world because its founding 
fathers recognized the right 
of conflict in a democratic 
society, according to a GCC 
spokesperson. 

In this, the 200th anni- 
versary of the ratification of 
the US. Bill of Rights, the 
former senator reminded the 
audience that the Constitu- 
tion is one of the few that 
limits the power of govern- 
ment, and that the right to 
freedom of speech is pro- 
tected, but must be balanced 
with the needs of society. 

He spoke of the need for 
free exchange of ideas and 
the need for people to extend 
the privilege of freedom to 
those they dislike or disagree 
with, even though the ma- 
jority seeks to silence people 
with whom they disagree. 

Citing examples of acts 
of protest and demonstra- 
tions on college campuses 
that were judged to be exer- 
cise of freedom of speech,

Hueth 
gay there is a ‘strong presump- 
tion that this decreased density 
would lower the market value of 
farmland which before the 
change was either unzoned or 
zuned at a higher density." 

For their study, they used the 
agncultural areas of Mont- 
gomery and Howard counties. A

per acre and in Montgomery 
county it was $7,217, or a de- 
crease of about $5,000 per acre 
for the area with larger lot 
zoning 

Another factor to be con- 
sidered,” the report states, “1s 
the value of easements, or the 
compensation paid to farmers 
for entemng the purchase pro- 
gram. Even though the agn- 
cultural value in Howard 
County is about twice that in 
Montgomery County (probably 
due to different appraisal 
methods for estimating this 
value), the value of easements 
are $3,551 greater per acre in 
Howard than Montgomery 
county. This indicates that in 
the area with less dense zoning, 
the farmer who sells his farm 
appears to suffer a loss, but the 
farmer who wishes to remain in 
farming and sell his easements 
also receives lower easement 
value.” 

The study continues: “If loss 
of value in farmland and thus 
equity in the farm does occur. 
this raises the ‘taking issue,’ or 
the statement in the Fifth 
Amendment of the Bill of 
Rights, ‘nor shall private 
property be taken for public 
use, without just 
compensation.” The question 
arises as to how much the value 
of property can be diminished 
by regulatory power (zoning) 
before it constitutes a taking 
As Supreme Court Justice 
Holmes stated in 1922 in a 
decision on a zoning case, ‘The 
general rule at least is, that 
while property may be regu- 
lated to acertain extent, if regu- 
lation gues too far it will be 
recognized as a taking. 

Even though zoning of 1/20 
might rot be established as a 
taking, thus requining compen- 
sation, the loss in value would 
be considered as an equity or a 
fairness issue. One class of 

people, farm property owners, 
may be penalized Zoning, how- 
ever, almost always creates 
gainer as well as losers — those 
for whom zoning creates bene- 
fits from higher value use of 
land. In this case, downzoning 
of farmland will inevitably 
result in higher density zoning, 
or upgrading to commercial or 
industnal use, of land desig- 
nated to accommodate growth. 
Also, the supply of land for 
development is in effect 
diminished by decreased resi- 
dential density on farmland. 
The decreased supply of 
development land accompanied

by and in part responsible for 
the upgrading of zoning result 
in higher market prices for 
owners of land in the growth 
areas. In principle, the benefits, 
including environmental 
amenities, should cover the 
costs of downzoning, and if the 
losers are compensated for 
their losses by the gainers, 
equity would be restored." 

The economists list that one 
way to compensate farmland 
owners for loss in value of their 
land is through the Agricutural 
Land Preservation Foundation, 
by forming distncts, and by an 
application and bidding 
process, the farmer may 
receive payment for his 
development mghts. The price 
of casements is the difference 
between the appraised market 
value and agricultural value, 
and the Foundation receives 
funds from state transfer taxes 
to use for purchase. They add 
tnat the Maryland program is 
one of the most successful agri- 
cultural land preservation pro- 
grams in the country 

They list another method of 
compensating farmland owners 
for loss in value of their land as 
the use of transferable develop- 
ment nghts, or TDRs. Already 
established 1n several counties, 
TDRs are pnvate transactions 
whereby development potential 
exists and is allowed in one 

area, a receiving area, and this 
development can be fulfilled by 
the purchase of development 
nights from farmers in the agn- 
cultural zoned area. The 
market price is determined by 
supply and demand for develop- 
ment nghts; the farmer has a 
given supply of mghts which he 
can sell if and when he wishes 
and the owner of development 
land can bid for these rights. 

The stady report continues 
‘In the case of TDRs, the 
farmer retains nghts in his land 
at some density, usually in the 
one to five acres per dwelling 
range. The developer can buy 
additional mghts as he needs 
them. If the pnce of nghts 
should become exorbitant, addi- 
tional nghts could be created in 
the receiving area. In the case 
of the Agricultural Land 
Preservation Foundation, funds 
are obtained from the transfer 
tax on farmland as it becomes 
developed, which tax is shared 
between state and county 
governments, and also in a 
small share of all real estate 
transfer taxes. To the extent 
that the increase in value of 
farmland when sold for 
development, and the sales of 
real estate, are taxed to con- 
tmbute to the fund, equity is at 
least in part restored as those 
losing in value of property are 
compensated by those selling at 
a higher value 

In summary the economists 
say: “Logic dictates and evi- 
dence presented here indicates 
that zoning land to a lower 
density will lower land values 
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and decrease equity for land- 
owners holding that land. At the 
same time, the diminished 
supply of developable land puts 
an upward pressure on the 
value of that land, and land- 
owners holding this property 
will have their equity in- 
creased. It seems fair and 
reasonable that some form of 
compensation should be made 
to landowners of the land zoned 
to lower density. The Maryland 
Agncultural Land Preservation 
program would appear to be an 
effective way to address this 
loss in equity. Increased use of 
and adequate funding for this 
program should remain a top 
pnonty for the state of Marv- 
land."

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Acceleration Of Dairy Policy Study 
Process Called For By Sec. Madigan 


USDA Secretary Edward 
Madigan last week announced 


the acceleration of the dairy 

policy study process mandated 

by the 1990 farn: bill 

Madigan's decision followed a 
House Agriculture subcom- 
mittee hearing on the farm-to- 
retail pncing and marketing 
relationships in the dairy indus- 
try. 

Farm Bureau had called on 
Congress and USDA to acceler- 
ate the process for the dairy 
policy study, which was man- 
dated under the farm bill to be 
completed by Aug. 1. Under the 
new time-table it will be final- 
ized by June 15. The study and 
notice will be published in the 
“Federal Register’ by May 15, 
followed by a 15-day public 
comment penod. A review of 
public comments will be held 
during June, with the final 
study and recommendations 
submitted to Congress by June 
15. 

Rep. Charles Stenholm 
(D-Texas}, chairman of the 
House Agriculture dairy sub- 
committee, said the panel 
would write a dairy bill some- 
time in June after completion of 
the USDA study. 

In a letter to members of the 
subcommittee. the Amencan 
Farm Bureau Federation 
pointed out recent Labor 
Department statistics showing 
that the farn-to-retail pnce 
spread has widened signifi- 
cantly. While the consumer 
price index showed the price of 
dairy products paid by con- 
sumers is down 1.3 percent 
from February 1990, the all 
milk price received by farmers 
for that same penod is down 
19.6 percent, the Farm Bureau 
letter stated. 

‘Producers depend on the 
milk marketing system to facil- 
itate the daily sale of fluid milk 
at a price that reflects the value 
of their milk to the processor 
and, ultimately, the 
consumer,’ said John Datt. 
executive director of AFBF's 
Washington office. ‘‘Drastic 
reductions in prices paid to 
farmers have not been reflected 
in similar reductions in retail 
dairy prices. The apparent 
widening of the farm-to-retail 
price spread transfers income 
from producers to the distmbu- 
tion and retail sectors."* 

Dairy prices peaked in 1989 
and 1999 because of tight milk 
supplies, which have since been 
reversed. 

According to USDA, farmers 
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115 South third Street, Oakland, MD 
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got about 55 cents a half-gallon 
for their milk dunng the first 
quarter of 1991, down from 74 
cents a year earlier At the 
same time, the farmer's share 
of the retail milk pnice plunged 
from 51 percent to less than 40 
percent. 

Bruce Gardner, USDA assis- 
tant secretary for economics, 
told the subconunittee that the 
farm price of milk fell sharply 
beginning last September, dur- 
ing a time of year when pnces 
are more typically rising. The 
wholesale price of cheese fell 
even more rapidly. “Yet over 
this same period the retail 
prices of milk and cheese 
declined much less," Gardner 
said. ‘The marketing margin — 


the gap between the farm value 
of milk and the retail value of 
products made from milk — 
widened substantially.”* 

In its letter, Farm Bureau 
told the subcommuttee that a 
market-onented dairy policy is 
in the best long-term interest of 
producers, processors and con- 
sumers. Such a policy ‘1s only 
workable if carmed out in an 
efficient marketing system,” 
Datt said. The examination and 
evaluation of the existing 
marketing system by the panel 

is an important step to 
determine if the markets in- 
volved are operating in an effic- 
ient and effective manner,”’ he 
added.

In addition to enjoying the mountian secnery, while in the county the students 
toured a veal calf facility and the State Animal Health Lab in Oakiand. Pictured here at the Animal 
Health Lab, the students had many questions for Lab Director James Fearer, who answered with 
some help from an interpreter. The students were accompanied by Dr. Roger Olsen, assistant state 
veterinarian for the Maryland Department of Agriculture, who explained that the schools and 
facilities the students were attending in Moscow compared to those he attended three or four decades 
ago. He added that in their country, the “old school” of veterinary medicine is still being taught. On 
their evening spent in the county, the shidents dropped in at a Deep Creek Lake establishment to 
listen to popular music on the jukebox, and ate at a lakeside pizza parlor. After departing trom the 
county, three of the students went on to Frederick and three to College Park to spend time with 
veterinarians in private practice. They will also visit a poultry processing plant, a swine farm anda 
fish farm while spending a month In Maryland. Their second month will be spent with the 
Virginia/Maryland Regional College of Veterinary Medicine with headquarters in College Park. 
Md., and Blacksburg, Va. They will have an opportunity to visit an equine hospital and government 
facilities at the National Institute of Health and the U.S. Department of Agriculture at Beltsville, Md.

Farmers May Report Fall-Seeded 
Crops At Acreage Reduction Sign-up 


Kenneth Bachtel, chairperson 
of the Garrett County Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, said 
farmers may report the acres 
and intended uses of their 
wheat, oats, barley, rye and 
other fall-seeded crops when 
they apply for the 1991 acreage 
reduction programs. The sign- 
up period ends April 25. 


Fall-seeded crops which are 


& 







not reported by June 1 will be 
ineligible for program benefits. 

“Producers who have already 
seeded spring crops can also 
report the acres and intended 
uses of these crops at sign-up,” 
he said. 

ASCS uses acreage reports to 
determine compliance with 
farm programs and for docu- 
mentation for future programs. 

To be eligible for price sup- 
port loans, deficiency payments 
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and other benefits, farm pro- 
gram participants are required 
to report their actual acres 
planted for harvest. *‘Farmers 
who do not enroll in the pro- 
grams could also benefit by 
reporting their planted acreage 
because the report may be used 
for crop history purposes.” 

The ASCS official said 
farmers who may be undecided 
about the acreage reduction 
programs or who have ques- 
tions about certifying their fall- 
seeded crops should contact the 
Garrett ASCS office for more 
information.

Starting At 
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AFBF Supports Reinstatement 
Of Capital Gains Treatment 


The reinstatement of capital 
gains treatment was one of the 
administration's budget recom- 
mendations supported by the 
American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation (AFBF) in written testi- 
mony to the House Ways and 
Means Committee this month. 

“Farm Bureau supports a 
reinstatement of capital gains 
treatment that would apply to 
all capital assets including 
land, livestock and timber,” 
said John Datt, AFBF Wash- 
ington office executive director. 
Many of the capital gains pro- 
posals that have been intro- 
duced in the past seerned to be 
geared to the equity markets 
and venture capitalists, he said. 

“This limited treatment is 
insufficient to address the needs 
of farmers who have invested a 
lifetime of work and capital in 
productive operations, only to 
be faced with inflationary as 
well as real gains when they sell 
their property,”’ Datt said. And 
itis a particularly difficult situ- 
ation when farmers sell their 
property to finance their retire- 
ment, he said. 

President Bush's 1992 budget 
includes a capital gains pro- 
posal virtually identical to last 
year’s plan. It is a limited plan 
that provides for an exclusion 
based upon the length of time an 
asset is held. There is a 10 per- 
cent exclusion for assets held 
one year, 20 percent exclusion 
for assets held two years and 30 
percent exclusion for those held 
for three years. 

“While the Farm Bureau 
Supports the direction of the 
holding periods and exclusions 
contained in the president's 
budget, we urge the committee 
to consider a treatment that 
would make capital gains com- 
parable to pre-1986 tax law of a 
60 percent exclusion,” Datt 
said. AF BF also asked the com- 
mittee to enact permanent 
capital gains treatment, rather 
than a temporary exclusion. 

Under the Farm Bureau plan 
of a 60 percent exclusion, a 
farmer would have to pay taxes 
on 40 percent of his proceeds 
from a land sale instead of 100 
percent as it currently stands. 
While many other workers re- 
ceive favorable tax treatment 
every year for their retirement 
pian, ‘farmers tend to plow all 
of their money back into their 
farms,” said Grace Ellen Rice, 
associate director of AFBF's 
Washington office. 

According to Farm Bureau, 
tax policy ‘‘should be designed 
to encourage private initiative, 
growth, equity and simplicity.” 
Datt said, ‘‘Capital gains treat- 
ment is absolutely essential to 
encourage productive invest- 
ment in the economy, including 
agriculture.” 

Rice explained that even 
though capital gains treatment 
is supported by a majority of 
Congress, ‘‘it is hard to enact 

















because during the 101st Con- 
gress it was transformed into a 
wealth issue.” 

As Datt pointed out, however, 
“capital gains treatment is 
beneficial to farmers and 
ranchers, most of whom are far 
from wealthy.” 

Another battle surrounding 
capital gains includes the dif- 
fering estimates in revenue loss 
or gain from the Office of 
Management and Budget and 
the Congressional Budget 
Office, the two federal offices 
that prepare revenue estimates 
for legislation. 

Included in Bush’s budget 
provisions was a commission 
headed by Federal Reserve 
Board Chairman Alan Green 
Span to study the capital gains 
issue. 

Also in the president’s budget 
proposal is an extension of the 
25 percent health insurance tax 
deduction for self-employed 
taxpayers. Farm Bureau is 
advocating a permanent, 100 
percent deduction. 

Farm Bureau’s testimony 
also had recommendations on 
budget policy and budget 
process reform.

Program Funds 
Now Available 


Farmers who have senous 
soil erosion, water quality, or 
pollution problems on their land 
may want to consider the Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program 
(ACP). 

Kenneth Bachtel, chairperson 
of the Garrett County Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, said ACP 
funds are available to solve 
these and other conservation 
problems through annual and 
long-term conservation agree- 
ments. 

“Producers who need cost- 
share assistance may sign up 
for the ACP at any time,” 
Bachtel said. 

With winter practices com- 
pleted, he said producers may 
want to begin plans for spring 
practices or consider applying 
necessary conservation prac- 
tices on acreage conservation 
land during the coming season. 

The ACP provides both tech- 
nical and financial assistance to 
help farmers solve critical soil, 
water and pollution problems 
on their land. ‘‘Cost-share funds 
are provided to correct conser- 
vation problems that farmers 
would not be expected to 
address with their own re- 
sources,” the ASCS official 
said.

Alfalfa Weevil Update 

The cool wet weather over the past week has slowed weevil 
development and reduced the threat of the over-wintering eggs. 
Also, there is a fungus disease that is favored in cool wet weather 
that attacks the weevil. However, you still should scout your 
fields on a regular basis. 

Weed Control in Oats and Barley 

Hopefully, you have been able to get your small grains into 
the soil between the rain drops. The following herbicides are 
recomunended for broadleaf weed control postemergence: 

MCPA 0.25-0.$ Ib/A. (Rhomene 0.51 pt/A) Apply when 
grain is in the three-to-five leaf stage or up to early boot. For best 
results, use when weeds are small. Use lower rate when grains 
are underseeded with a legume. 

Buctril 1.5 pt/A. Look for weeds as soon as the grains 
start to germinate. Apply after the grain is beyond the two-leaf 
stage and the weed seedlings have not more than three to four 
leaves or rosettes. Use higher rates for henbit, chickweed, and 
wild mustard contro}. Poor control has resulted when applied to 
larger weeds. 

2,4-D Amine 0.51 pt/A. Spray when grain is four to eight 
inches high or after tillering, but before jointing. Spraying too 
young plants or after jointing can reduce yields and uneven 
ripening. Can be mixed with Buctril. Not recommended on 
legumes. 

Always make sure you read and follow label directions. 

Attention - Sweet Corn Growers! 

The University of Maryland through the Extension Service 
has put together an integrated pest management program that 
targets corn earworm, European corn borer, and fall armyworm. 
The University will provide the appropriate pheromone traps and 
guidelines for insecticide treatment and in return asks the 
producer to mail in data three times a week on post cards 
provided with the program. There is no charge for this service. If 
you are interested, stop by or call my office at 301-334-1990.

Homeowners Advised To Hire 
Licensed Contractors, Get Contract 


Maryland homeowners 
looking for a remodeling 
contractor to perform work 
this spring are advised to 
hire only a licensed contrac- 
tor, and to have a written 
contract for the work. 

Joanna von Briesen, 
executive director of Mary- 
land Improvement Contrac- 
tors Asaociation (MICA), says 
thet there ere more than 
15,000 licensed home im- 
provement contractors in the 
stete, but there is an equal 
number of unlicensed con- 
tractors performing work for 
unwery homeowners. 

Contrectors performing 
work in Maryland are re- 
quired to be licensed by the 
Maryland Stete Home Im- 
provement Commission. 
This includes businesses 
which perforin roofing, paint- 
ing, waterproofing, alumi- 
num siding, insulation, pav- 
ing repairs and even replace- 
ment of dishwashers, dispos- 
als and refrigerators with ice 
makers. 

“Homeowners have spe- 
cific protections under the 
Home linprovement Com- 
mission, but only if they are 
dealing with contractors who 
are licensed,” said von Brie- 
sen. “Licensed contractors 
have demonstrated a basic 
knowledge of home improve- 
ment work, as well as some 
degree of financial stability 
in their businesses. 

“If a homeowner has a 
grievance with an unlicensed 
contractor, it becomes a 
metter for the courts, and 
the Commission has no 
power to intervene, “von 
Briesen added. '‘Thiscan be 
much more costly end time- 
consuming for the home- 
owner then being involved 
in a simple hearing et the 
Commission.” 

Von Briesen also seid that 
oncee homeowner has hired 
a contractor, there must be 
a written contract between 
homeowner and remodeler 
which includes the follow- 
ing: 
*The nature of the work 
to be performed; 

“Starting and completion 
dates of the work; and 

*Agreed pon cost for 
the work. 

By law, the contract must 
also contain a cleuse thet 
the homeowner cen be 
charged no more than one- 
third as # deposit on the work 
being performed. 

Meryland Improvement 
Contractors Association, 
now in its 29th year, is the 
largest locel essocietion of 


licensed homeimprovement 
contrectors in the country. 
MICA has 700 members in 
the Baltimore area, as well 
ason the Eastern Shore and 
Western Maryland, who are 
engaged in remodeling, fi- 
nancing and supplying for 
the industry.

Top Public Service District, 
held April 15, some citizens met 
with the board members to 
complain about the quality of 
the water, namely extremely 
muddy water, quite frequently 

The following citizens of Mt. 
Storm expressed complaints: 
Dwight Kitzmiller, Sharon Kitz- 
miller, Norma Hanlin, and 
Eugene Moreland. 

The board members advised 
us that they are making every 
effort to clear the water. They 
said they are producing clear 
water at the plant, but it be- 
comes polluted during trans- 
port to our homes. The board 
members said that we could 
expect months of flushing in 
order to clean the lines of the 
dirt and silt that has collected in 
the lines in over a decade of use. 

The board members said that 
they are under-funded and 
under-manned to increase the 
flushing procedure in any great 
amount. In the words of the 
board members, flushing the 
lines is our best hope of clearing 
the water. 

The board did say that they 
would seriously consider the 
idea of additional flushing 

We wish to express our appre- 
ciation to the board members 
and employees for all the im-

In the past, Mrs. Butscher 
has strongly supported 
health and retirement bene- 
fits for political appointees 
who serve on the Liquor 
Control Board.

Investors Advised Of New Laws 


The tax increase legislation 
'HB 707), enacted by the 
Marvland General Assembly, 
will have a significant impact 
on retailers, especially those 
dealing with food and ciga- 
rettes, as well as cigarette 
wholesalers and individual in- 
come taxpayers with capital 
xaina. The legislation, which 
takes effect June 1, 1991, will re 
quire reprogramming of many 
electronic cash registers 
according to State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein 

The legislation raises Mary- 
land's cigarette tax from 13¢ to 
16¢ per pack of 20 cigarettes and 
subjects cigarettes to the sales 
and use tax for the first time 
since 1980 The new law also 
phases out the state income tax 
break for capital gains and 
changes the way some food is 
taxed 

Comptroller Goldstein said 
his office will soon begin issuing 
the new forms necessary to col- 
lect the “floor tax” on ciga- 
Tettes in inventory as of mid- 
night, May 31. 1991 Cigarette 
distmbutors will also soon be 
able to purchase new excise 
stamps denoting the increased 
tax rate The ‘floor tax,” which 
1s the difference between the old 
and new tax rates on cigarettes 
In inventory, must be paid by 


about «(MW distributors and re- 
tailers on or before July 31, 
1991 

The comptroller also said re- 
tailers will soon be able to get 
New sales tax rate cards from 
the taxpayer service section of 
the Sales and Use Tax Invision. 

We are sending additional 
information about the changes 
in the taxability of food to al- 
most 20,000 retailers."’ Gold- 
stein said 

In addition to applying the 
sales tax to cigarettes, the new 
law also extends the sales tax to 
all sales of food, except those 
sales of food for consumption 
off the premises. made by a 
retailer who operates a substan- 
tial grocery business tone in 
which sales of grocery or 
market food items total at least 
10% of all sales of food: Con- 
venience food stores and deli- 
catessens will often qualify for 
the grocery business exception. 

The new law provides that if 
sales uf food are taxable. the 
tax begins at 20 cents’ The 
previous exemption for sales of 
food less than $1 00 has been re- 
pealed. This change may re- 
quire re-programming of cash 
registers. 

Sales of soft drinks in un- 
opened containers, such as 
cups, are now taxed in the same

way as sales of soft dmnks in 
cans and bottles Beginning 
June 1, everyone, including 
Rwrocery and convenience 
stores, cup machine vendors. 
hospitals, schools, colleges and 
other non-profit organizations 
must collect the tax on all sales 
of soft drinks 

Beginning June 1, vending 
machine sales of snacks and 
other food as well as soft drinks 
will be taxable. The tax will be 
levied as a gross receipts tax on 
vending machine companies, 
however, so consumers will not 
see odd-cent prices for vending 
machine merchandise. 

The legislation also reduces 
Maryland's tax break for capi- 
tal gains. For tax year 1991, tax- 
payers will be able to subtract 
30% of their capital gains in- 
come instead of the 40% allowed 
previously. The capital gains 
tax break will be eliminated 
after tax year 1991. About 
146.000 Maryland income tax 
returns claimed a capital gains 
tax break in the most recent 
year for which figures are 
available 

In addition to reducing the 
1991 capital yams tax break to 
30%, the new law limits the 
maximum amount that can be 
subtracted to $7.500 for an indi- 
vidual and $15,000 for a married 
couple 

The capital gains subtraction 
must also be reduced by one- 
half of the amount by which the 
taxpayer's ordinary federal ad- 
justed wross income exceeds 
$50,000 for individuals, or 
$100.000 if married. Ordinary 
federal adjusted gross income 
is the taxpayer's federal ad-

Spring in Maryland usually is 
announced by the appearance 
of Eastern tent caterpillar nests 
in trees across the state. 
Whether in trees along road- 
Sides or in residential areas, the 
tent caterpillar, a native of 
North Arnenca, ts everywhere, 
according to the Maryland 
Departrnent of Agnculture. 

Wild cherry trees are the 
favorite host, along with apple, 
crab apple, plum, peach, rose. 
hawthorne, and certain shade 
trees. 

Eastern tent caterpillar in- 
festations are often confused 
with gypsy moth infestation. 
Gypsy moth caterpillars hatch 
about two weeks later, do not 
produce silken webbing along 
the trunks of trees or silken 
tents in the branches of trees, 
and are more commonly found 
on oak trees than are Eastern 
tent caterpillars. 

Full grown caterpillars of the 
two species do not look alike 
Tent caterpillars are up to 2'2 
inches long. with a solid white 
stnpe along the back, anda row 
of pale blue oval spots along 
each side. The body is covered 
by long, fine, light brown hairs. 

Gypsy moth caterpillars are 
about the same size, but are 
distinguished by five pairs of 
blue spots, followed by six pairs 
of red spots on their backs. No 
other caterpillar has these 
distinct markings. The cater- 
pillars are covered by long 
black hairs and many people 
suffer allergic reactions to con- 
tact with the hairs. 

Eastern tent caternillar eggs 
usually start to hatch inearly to 
mid-Apn! and the young cater- 
pillars, which are only about ‘+ 
inch long when they hatch, 
immediately begin building the 
charactenstic silk tents where 
tree branches join together 
Caterpillars leave the tent only 
to feed, and continue to enlarge 
the tent as they grow. When 
fully grown, they leave the trees 
to search for hiding places to 
spin cocoons. After two weeks 
in the cocoon, adult moths 
emerge to mate and the females 


lay eggs. The egg masses are 
dark. shiny grey and are laid in 
a band around a small branch. 
There ts only one generation 
each year. 

If caterpillars are abundant, 
they may eat all the leaves ona 
tree. While this may weaken the 
tree, it seldom kills it. Defoli- 
ated trees should be watered 
and fertilized, wherever pos- 
sible. Physical removal of the 
tents is a good control practice. 

High value ornamental 
plants, or landscape trees that 
have been detoliated two or 
three years, can be sprayed 
with an insecticide during the 
time the caterpillars are active. 
Once caterpillars leave the 
tree, control is much more diffi- 
cult. 

Because the tent caterpillar is 
a native North American insect, 
outbreaks are usually con- 
trolled by naturally occurring 
parasites or predators. In con- 
trast, the gypsy moth is not a 
native insect. [t was introduced 
to North America from Europe, 
and has few natural parasites 
or predators. Gypsy moth 
caterpillars defoliate and may 
kill oaks and other hardwood 
trees in urban residential or 
rural areas. To reduce wide- 
spread tree mortality, the 
Maryland Department of Agn- 
culture. in cooperation with 
federal and county agencies, 
conducts a statewide gypsy 
moth suppression program. 
Each homeowner should take 
steps to limit gypsy moth 
damage to landscape trees or 
shrubs, the department ad- 
vised.
